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MR. GARRETT STEPPING OUT 


A HUGE SYNDICATE TAKING 
BALTIMORE AND OH8H1O. 

TEN MILLIONS TO BE SUPPLIED AND 
THE ROAD PUT IN “ COMPETENT” 
HANDS AND HARMONY ALL ROUND. 

Finally there is something tangible in the 
touch-talked about Baltimore and Uhio deal. 

As foreshadowed in THE Times, the same 
powerful finaneial people who worked the won- 
derful West Shore deal are in this of the Balti- 
more and Ohio. 

Here is an official statement issued last even- 
{ng by Drexel, Morgan & Co: 

© A preliminary contract has been executed to-day 
between the Baltimore and Ohio Kailroad Company 
and J. 8. Morgan «& Co., Baring Brothers & Co., and 
Brown, ey & Co., of Loudon, and their allied 
houses on this side. This contract provides for the 
negoutiation of $5,000,000 Baltimore and Ohio con- 
solidated 6 per cent. bonds and $5,000,000 Baltimore 
and Ohio preferred stock for the purpose of paying 
off the entire floating debts of the Page on and plac. 
ing it upon a svund financial basis. The conditions 
are as 1ollows: 

ne verification of statements, &c., 
made. 

“ Second—That the management of the company 
shail be placed in compotent hands satisfactory to 
the syndicate. 

“ Tkird—That satisfactory contracts shall be made 
between the Baltimore and Ohio and the other roads 
for New-York business, which shall remove all an- 
tagonism between them on the subject and insure 
the permanent working of the Baltimore and Ohio in 
entire harmony with the other trunk lines, and also 
avoid construction of threat of construction of ex- 
tensive parallel lines north and eastof Philadel- 


The houses interested on this side are Drexel, 
rey ZH & Co., Drexel & Co., Brown Brothers & Co.. 
and Kidder, Peabody & Co.” 

Members of the firm of Drexel, Morgan & Co. 
did not care to speak furthe? teuching the deal 
than was told plainly in their official statement 
of the contract for the negotiation of $10,000,- 
000 of securities, but a Wall-street authority in 
their confidence, who telegraphed their state- 
ment toa Boston banking house last night, put 
inhie dispatch this assertion, that will be of 
prime interest to Wall-street and the whole 
financial and railway world: 


“* * * The Baltimore and Ohio express, as you 
know, is already sold. The other properties will be 
retained or sold, as may seem best later on.” 


This is taken to signify that neither the palace 


car company nor the telegraph system have yet 
been disposed of. 

Jay Gould declares stoutly that he has not 
bought the telegraph for the Western Union 
Company, but Wall-street men of consequence 
are wWilliug to be quoted as having knowledge of 
a bargain made by the Gould people to pay 
$6,000,000 for the Baltimore and Ohio tele- 
graph, $500,000 having already been handed 
over by Gould on account, the rest to be paid on 
demand of this new synaicate. Western Union 
stock shows the effect of popular opinion on 
this point, the market quotation being material- 
ly advanced. 

The Puliman Palace Car Company is credited 
widely with having practically scooped in the 
Baltimore and Ohio parlor car service. Pullman 
stock has jumped up 10 points in two days. 

There is evidence abundant in the Drexel- 
Morgan statement that the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road Company has its fingers deep in the pie, 
for none other than a Pennsylvania Kail- 
road influence could have dictated that 
third “condition® of this announced “pre- 
liminary contract,” sayiig “satisfactory con- 
tracts shall be made for New-York business 
which shall remove ali antagonism on the sub- 
ect and insure the permanent working of the 

altimore and Ohio in entire harmony with the 
other trunk lines, and also avoid construction or 
threats of construction of extensive parallels 
north and east of Philadelphia.” Pennsylvania 
stock too has anticipated the inspiriting move, 
and its cep has gone upin the market in step 
with other and related advances. 

Richmond Terminal as well has its interest 
cared for, and this also was mirroredin quota- 
tions that climbed rapidly yesterday. 

Chief of all the conundrums that this “‘ nezo- 
tiation” produces is that which has to do with 
Jay Gould’s relations to the new syndicate. It 
isa matter of common fame in Wall-street that 
fora longtime Mr. Gould has been continualiy 
in close conference with, the, bankers 
who are at the front inthis sy te. 
He has remained some days for hours 
in contidential confab with them. Semething 
beyond harmonious relations is known to have 
existed between him and them. And Wali-street, | 
with keen eyes on the Gould comings and goings, 
isin no humor to believe that the interested 
New-York and London bankers have made any 
dea) that contempiates leaving him out. And 
they haven’t either. 

A New-York financier who can speak by the 
book gives THE TIMES this information: 

“The syndicate that has been organized un- 
dertakes the negotiation of $10,000,000 of se- 
curities for the Baltimore and Ohio (which of 
itself signifies nothing beyand the raising ofa 
loan for a treubled railroad corporation,) in- 
tends to accomplish far greater than-any 
Iinere brokerage In loans. Back of ‘the syndicate 
are the great trunk line intrests, and Robert 
Garrett yields all his place and power in the, 
Baitimore and Ohio corporation, consenting to 
give up the management of bis property to ‘com- 
petent hands satisfactory to the syndicate.’ 

* He is tired and has been tired for a longtime 
ofthe cares and responsibilities of the B. and 
O. management. He has lots of money. Robert 
Garrett has a private fortune of $20,000,000, 
{including $5,000,000 of unincumbered Mary- 
land real estate which each year materially ad- 
vancesin value. The work entailed by official 
— has bored him and worried him. He 

ad nothing to gain in the wearing toil of it and 
he has followed only his own inclinations tn lay- 
ing the burdensome thing down. 

“LT do not, I hope, betray business secrets that 
should be kept in explaining that the syndicate 
does more than undertake the announced nego- 
tiation ef $10,000,000 of securities. Before this 
negotiation was agreed upon the bonds and 
atocks named were ail practically placed.” 

“And Jay Gould is in for some millions?” 

“Technically,” went on this authority, “ it is 

uite true that the Baltimore and Obio Telegraph 

Jompany has not yet passed from the control 
of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Company, 
but as a business fact it is just as much Jay 
Gould’s as though all its wires were already 
transferred to the Western Union Building. 
There may be speculative reasons for dissem- 
bling fora while, but the time is not far dis- 

tant when there will be open acknowledgment 
of these facts.” 

One thing may be taken as safe beyond dis- 
pute. No syndicate will have any use for 
a telegraph company except to make money 
out of it. Drexel, Morgan & Co. and their con- 
fréres are not going into the telegraph business 
as @ matter of sentiment, and (even aside from 
the theory that the syndicate financially is large- 
ly his representative) if Gould is willing to buy, 
the teiegraph property isfor sale. The man who 
avers that Gould “is in for some millions” is no 
cheap gossip or romancer. He is mghton the in- 
side of this deal. 

A member of the banking house of Drexel, 
Morgan & Co., issuing the official statement of 
the “negotiation” syndicate, said last night that 
the deal should have a most beneficial effect 
upon the financial world. Baltimore and Ohio 
out of difficulties and no longer hawked in the 
market, the road in harmony with other trunk 
lines, its express ‘‘and other properties in 

roper hands”—these changed conditions should 

nspirit discouraged investors and down-hearted 

Wall-street. 

Abandonment of the New-York extension of 
Baltimore and Ohio Road and witndrawal of 
parallel schemes, while pleasing to the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad, will signify good returns, too, 
to Baitimore and Ohio shareholders, who have 
been fighting the Pennsylvania as a matter of 

prise largely—and a matter of pride that has 

een exceedingly expensive. ride will not 
figure so much hereafter. The day of the 
almighty dollar is at hand. 

This statement was quoted in THE TIMES yes- 
terday from a Wall-street magnate: 


“No, the Baltimore and Ohio deal is not absolute- 
y seitied—but just as geod. Pullman is working at 
the palace car part, and Gould haa practically taken 
the telegraph. The railroad will probably stay 4 
Baltimore property, but Richmond Terminal will 
get arepresentation through Sully and Brice, ana 
the Pennsylvania will be brougbt into perfect har- 
mony. The money hasn’t changed hands, but the 
deal is just as geod as tixed.” 


Last night the same man, who is a millionaire 
many times over and an insider ina literal 
sense, said this: ** The plan is working just as [ 
indicated. The Pennsylvania Road and Rich- 
mond Terminal scoop the Baltimore and Ohio 
Road, Pullman gets the parlor car company 
and Jay Gould has made all arrangements for 
pocketing the telegraph. And Jay Gould has 
got opposition cables, too.” 

Many dispatches were received in this city 
last night from Philadelphia and Baltimore 
authorities regarding the significance of the 
fermation of this Anglo-American syndicate. 
Tne Philadelphia Ledger, which enjoys confi- 
dential relations with prominent members of the 
syndicate, says this in its financial article this 
morning: 

“The policy of the syndicate as regards the tele- 
graph, express, and sleeping car interests of the 
Baitimore and Ohio will Le that the company shall 
ve managed on the same basis as other trunk liues, 
and thus remove the antagonism that has 
arisen from the policy heretofore pursued. 
The express contract has already been dis- 
posed of. and while there is no necessity 
so far asthe debt of the company is concerned, for 
disposing of the others, they may or may not be sold, 
as shal) be hereafter determined. J. Pierrepont 
Morgan, who effecfod the settlement of the West 
Shore Railroad diticnity with the New-Yerk 
Ceutral Railroad, and several other similar 
important troubles between the trunk lines, 

who was a oprimcipal negotiater in this 








contract, said yesterday; ‘It is scarcely possible to 
overestimate the importance of these negotiations, 
particularly as regards the trunk lines. The syndi- 
cate is composed of the houses mentioned, and they 
are, each and all of them, interested in the trun 
lines through the various negotiations which they 
from time to time have male. They are now united 
to protect these interests as far as their influence 
and power lies.’” 

It will be noticed that the lines of the Ledger’s 
editorial—other properties besides the express 
*““may or may not be sold as shall be hereafter 
determined”’—are exceedingly like those tele- 
graphed by one of the syndicate’s confidential 
agents already quoted here. 

But there are people who will insist on seeing 
a stumbling block in the way of this big syndi- 
cate in the form of the contract that Robert 
Garrett entered into with Henry 8. Ives. Mr. 
Ives himself makes no threats of injunctions or 
the like, but he does say with an easy air of con- 
fidence: 

“T expect to carry out the Baltimore and Ohio 
deal myself. Not one of my rights is waived.” 

Whatever may be done in the Ives line will be 
by his Assignee, William N. Cromwell, whose law 

artner, Algernon &. Sullivan, speaking for him 

ast night after a perusal of the Drexel-Morgan 
statement, said: 


“Your information is new to me. Rumors 
have appeared in the daily papers that Mr. Gar- 
rett was making negotiations in London to sell 
his Baltimore and Ohio interests, but [ did not 
attach much importance to them. One reason 
was that I had been credibly informed that one 
of the prominent members of the syndidate, now 
named by youas having bought the property, 
had expressed the opiuion that the Ives contract 
was an existing and permanent cloud upon Mr. 
Garrett’s proprietary interest; in other words, 
that the purchasing contract gave to the vendee 
such a lien on the Baltimore and Ohio stock that 
it woula not be safe to buy itorlendonit. I 
wonder if be said that in order to depreciate 
Mr. Garrett’s appraisement of the value of his 
property. ; 

“‘T claim that Mr. Garrett owes to the Assignee 
of Henry S. Ives & Co. all the value, if any, of 
his stocks in excess of the market price; or, in the 
alternative, and at the option of the Assignee, that 
the latter may claim the property from Mr, Gar- 
rett, on payment of the price namedin the con- 
tracts. What course I will advise in the matter 
will depend on so many contingencies that I can- 
notspeak now. I feel free to say that I havo 
had suggestions that a disposition exists to pro- 
mote a settlement on some practical and just 
basis. I am experienced enough to prefer busi- 
ness arrangements to forensic controversy, and 
I shall use a business lawyer’s judgment.” 

Then Mr. Sullivan took another look at the 
statement’s summary. 

** That Mr. Garrett has made a contract to re- 
lieve himself of his Baltimore and Ohio bur- 
dens.” he went on, * accords with much that I 
have known as to his wishes and purposes. In- 
deed, I knew when [ last saw him, four days be- 
fore he sailed for Europe, that on the same day 

arties had been to see him in the interest of the 

-ennsylvania Central Railroad to use their in- 
fluence against his consummating the Ives con- 
tract. I also knew that some of the parties who 
calied had come for their interview and negotia- 
tions direct from a meeting in the offices of the 
Grand Central Station. Who were there with 
their hand on the ‘throttle’ [did not know, but 
[had strong suspicions, Your list of the syndi- 
cate includes the names I thought of, but it does 
not contain Mr. Depew’s, which surprises moa 
little. 

“The leading thoughtin regard to the deal 
now published is that the Baltimore and Ohio 
has stepped dewn and out as an independent 
tactor in the list of seabourd and interior rail- 
reads. Iam sorry to see it go. Consolidation is 
goingon toward the danger pointin this country. 

“| know all the firms you name in the synai- 
cate. They are sound, wise, and practical; in- 
deed, itis the, best syndicate for character and 
for the conservative management of so great a 
property that has ever been united in any enter- 

rise in this country. Lam glad to see Kidder, 

eabody & Co. entering the field. They are 
extra good people. 

“As to the examination to be made, prelimina- 
rily, into the Baltimore and Ohio’s affairs, I sug- 
gest that the syndicate inquire of my friend 
Henry Villard. Ask him if he was satisfied about 
its condition and values when he partially 
looked into ita few months ago. He is one of 
the best railroad men [ever met. Baltimore and 
Ohio may have tempted him. Inever heard so. 

“You know the contract of Ives & Co. with 
Mr. Garrett for the sale by the latter of all his 
atocks—and more than bis own—is still existing. 
The Assignee of Ives & Co.,on behalf of their 
creditors, submits to me what steps he shall 
take to recover the stocks, or damages for the 
breach of contract to deliver them. I wil! scrutt- 
nize to-morrow the transaction which you now 


announce to me, and if the rights of the creditors 
‘require or justify legal pursuit of a remedy in 


connection with the agreement to transfer the 
stocks, of course I shall act in that view by at- 
tachment or otherwise. Of course, I am now 
talking off-hand with no exact knowledge of the 
real contract by the syndicate. It may be with 
the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad and not a per- 
sonal contract with Mr. Garrett. 

“Our view is that the Ives contract with Mr. 
Garrett has never been lawfully terminated. 
Mr. [ves contracted to deliver certain securities, 
but when the time came was not quite ready to 
carry out the terms precisely as they were laid 
down. Mr. Garrett saidthat he was satisfied to 
wait, but all of a sudden, without tendering us 
the Baltimore and Ohio stocks and so ending 
the contract legaily, he announced in the news- 
papers that the negotiations were off. 

“ Back of this new syndicate you will find the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, and its purpose isshown 
clearly in the stipulation that the Baltimore and 
Ohio shall make harmonious contracts regarding 
New-York business with the other trunk lines, 
and that it shall not build parallel lines north 
aud east of Philadelphia. The syndicate will put 
its hands to the throat of the extension to Staten 
Island. And I think it against the interests of the 
port of New-York that one competing line is 
choked off. If that be the result, I think that 
men looking at publie interests will deplore the 
arrangements. In other respects it is a busi- 
ness matter in which the gentlemen entering 
into it are looking out for their own interests. 
‘Keep out of New-York. Stick to Baltimore,’ is 
ae motto in dealing with the Baltimore and 

io.” 

It has been an open secret that after Henry 
Villard, at Henry 8. Ives’s suggestion, had 
asked some pertinent questions about the num- 
ber of miles of double track, the number of miles 
of single track, &c., owned by the Baltimore 
and Ohio, he made up his mind that the young 
financier was offering more for the property 
than it was worth. But, after all, Ives thought 
the road had a greater value to him as a link 
joined to his Western lines than it certainly 
would to anybody whose purpose was radically 
different enough to look tojust the othersort of an 
operation—an amputation instead of an annex- 
ation. The attitude of the New-York Central 
interests toward the new deal is supposed to be 
very friendly, as they would prefer to have the 
Baltimore and Ohio out of the field as a possible 
rival and rate cutter out of New-York. Jay 
Gould is said to be avery good friend of Pier- 
pont Morgan, and that might put him close to 
the syndicate and give him a finger in the pie— 
a state of things which half Wall-street helieves 
to exist whenever any particularly big transac- 
tion is on hand. 


BaLtimo’.k, Md., Sept. 2.—Several years 
ago Jay Gould offered to give $225 per share for 
enough of the stock of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad to form a controlling interest. Mr. 
John W. Garrett, then Fresident, not only 
indignantly refused the offer, but resented the 
idea of such an offer being made. To-night the 
announcement cemes from New-York of the 
eoutract that puts a mortgage of $10,000,000 on 
a property that has always boasted of its big 
reserve accumulations; of a mortgage which 
throws the Baltimore and Ohio into the Penn- 
sylvania’s hrnds and enables Gould to gobble 
up the telegraph. 

If John W. Garrett does not turn in his grave 
to-night it is because there is not communica- 
tion between the dead and the living. 

For six days Baltimore and Ohio officials have 
beendenying that such a contract was in pros- 





pect, and the rumors from New-York 
were put down as inventions of the 
enemy. Zow that the truth has 


come out, the people encountered cannet fully 
grasp the situation and all of them refuse to 
talk until they know more of the particulars: 
The utmost astonishment is expressed at the 
size of the road’s indebtedness. It is now 
known that last Saturday’s extra session of 
the Direetors, who were summoned from all 
parts of the country, was to povide for 
meeting the New-York loans due on Sept. 1, and 
it is stated to-night that the money received 
from the United States Express Company was 
paid out atonce, At that meeting the President 
pra tem., Mr. Burns, was authorized to sign the 
cotract with the syndicate. 


The effect on the city of Baltimore will be a 
startling one when this is generally known to- 
morrow, for it removes allithe peints for which 
John W. Garrett strived during his life. It takes 
away all competitive advantages, and is, ip short, 
worse for the city than the deal with Ives would 
have been had it been consummated. Of course 
Staten Island goes with the rest, and that place, 
which has been talked so much to Baltimore 
and Baltimoreans leses all interest for this city. 

Of the stoek of the roud the city ot Baltimore 
owns 32,000 shares, the Johns dopkins estate 
17,000, and the Garretts 40.000, 30,000 of 
Which ia in trust and cannot be sold for 20 years, 
This makes an agyrezate of 89,000 shares out of a 
total of 150,000, Of the remaining 61,000 shares 
the largest private owners are William F. Burns 
and John A, and Andrew Gregg. The road op- 


erates under ownership and leases 2,058.34 
miles of read and 3,098.21 miles of track. 
This meludes Hnes and branches to the 


number of 28. The mostimportant of them are: 
Main stem, from Baltimore to Wheeling, West 
Va., 379 miles, with Washington branch, 31 
miles, and Metrepolitan branch, 43 miles; 
the Winehester and Potomac, from Harper's 
Ferry to Winchester, Va., 32 miles; the 
Strasburg and Harrisonburg, from Strasburg, 
Va., to Harrisonburg, Va., 50 miles ; the Park- 
ersburg braneh, from Grafton, West Va, to 
Parkersburg, West Va., 104 miles; the Pitts- 
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burg and Connellaville, 146% miles, with 
branches aggregating about 100 miles 
more; three shot lines between Glenwood 
Penn., and Wheeling, West Va., aggregating 66 
miles; the Central Ohio, from Bellaire to Colum- 
bus, 13712 miles; the Lako Erie Division, from 
Newark to Sandusky, 11619; the Chicago Divi- 
sion, from Chicago Junction to Chicago. 271; the 
Valley Railroad, from Harrisonburg, Va., to 
Lexington, Va., 62 miles; the Cincinnati; Wash- 
ington and Baltimore, 2804-5 miles, and the 
Baltimore and Philadelphia, 92 miles. The 
value of the system, as put down in the last an- 
nual report, is $104,733,851 77. 

The much talked about surplus fund, which 
no one thoroughly understands, but which, ac- 
cording to the report, “‘represents invested cap- 
ital deriveec from net earnings, and which is 
not represented by either stock or bonds,” 
is placed at $48,047,461 16. Two-thirds 
of this is said to be intcrest paying, and yet the 
road has to be mortgaged to meet its debts. In 
fact, the whole situation seems full of con- 


tradictions., When Mayor James Hodges 
was interviewed to-night, all he did 
was to express his astonishment at 


the size of the indebtedness, as given in the 
announcement. Directors of the road refuse to 
say anything. It is perhaps well for Robert 
Garrett that he is in Europe, as to-morrow 
would not be a pleasant day for him were he in 
Baltimore.

FISHERY COMMISSION. 





MR. WEST TO BE A MEMBER—SCOPE OF 
THE COMMISSION’S POWERS. 

LONDON, Sept. 2.—In the House of Com- 
mons this afternoon Mr, Gourley asked if it was 
intended to refer Article XXX. of the treaty of 
Washington to the Fisheries Commission as well 
as the fishery articles; whether the composition 
and powers of the commission would bein ac- 
cordance with the memorandum of the American 
Government of June 22, 1885; whether the 
terms of the draft of the protocol submitted by 
Unitéd States Minister Adams to the Earl of 


Clarendon in 1866 would form a part of the 
matters referred to the commission, and whether 
the Alaskan fisheries question would be referred 
to the commission. 

Sir James Ferguson, Parliamentary Secretary 
to the Foreign Office, replied that it was not in- 
tended at present to refer Article XXX. to the 
commission. He was not prepared tosay that the 
American memorandum referred to would limit 
the scope of the commission. Regarding the 
Adams protocol, he referred the inquirer to 
Lord S8alisbury’s dispatch of March 24, stating 
the views of the British Government in propos- 
ing the commission. The full terms to be re- 
ferred to the commission were as yet undecided. 
The inclusion of the matter of the Alaskan seal 
fisheries would receive consideration. Sir Lionel 
Sackville West, the British Minister at Washing- 
ton, would be the second member of the com- 
mission. The third would be a Canadian. 


LONDON, Sept. 3.—Mr. Chamberlain ex- 
pects to sail for America about the end of Octo- 
ber. He will stay a few days in New-York be- 
fore going to Washington. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 2.—Secretary Bayard 
said to-night that there was nothing to add to 
what had $iteady been published concerning the 
latest phase of the fisheries trouble. He had 
great reason ta hope that a fair and final settle- 
ment would be reached of tte differences which 
had always existed between this country and 
Great Britain over the fisheries since 1818, and 
a settlement of which differences had never 
been reached as yet. He desired to correct the 
statement that Canada objected to a proposition 
on the part of Great Britain to treat. re- 
garding the differences. The Canadian Gov- 
ernment was very desirous that an amicable set- 
tlement should be reached, and had expressed a 
wish that the differences between the two coun- 
tries regarding the fisheries should be finally 
laid at rest, and, on the partof the United 
States, he had met thatdesire with great pleas- 
ure and good-will. The Secretary smiled when 
reference was made to Mr. Chamberlain’s repu- 
tation as a reconciler of differences, and said 
that he should have the fullest liberty to eifeot a 
compromise and he would find the United 
States ready and willing to do her part toward 
securing good feeling between the two countries. 


MONTREAL, Canada, Sept. 2.—The Gazette, 
in a long article on the Fishery Commission 
question, says: 


“The Canadian press assumes that the commis- 
sion is to determine the terms upon which American 
fishermen shall be permitted to enjoy our inshore 
fisheries and commercial . privileges in our.ports, 
while the United States press, jumping at the, same 
conclusion, criticises the consent of the Washington 
Government to the appointment of a joint commis. 
sion according to political leanings. The purpose of 
the commission has nothing whatever to do with 
the commercial phase of the question from the 
fact that a commission to define the three-mile 
limit and to provide for the _ protection 
of the respective rights of the two countries 
under the treaty of 1818 has been in contemplation 
for many months past, and from the fact that 
President Cleveland would hardly venture to deal 
with the commercial side of the subject until so in- 
structed by the Senate. If, as we have no doubt, 
the report of the Commissioners upholds the Can- 
adian contention and declares that American fisher- 
men cannot enter our ports for other than the four 
perreue specified in the convention of 1818, the 

Jniled States will Be more inclined to enter upon 
negotiations for reciprocity of commercial privileges 
such as was enjoyed under the ~~ clauses of the 
Washington treaty, and it may be hoped that the 
scope of the commission will be ultimately enlarged 
so as to include this more important phase of the 
subject,”

SHAM FIGHT AT NEWPORT. 

NEWPORT, R. I., Sept. 2.—The sham fight 
mentioned as probably taking place to-day 
came off according to the programme, and was a 
grand success, although the brigade was unsuc- 
cessful in attempting to capture the fert that 
crowns the hill at Coddington Point.

VISITING MILLERS FIND BAD 
WHEAT IN CHICAGO. 
THE UNSALABLE GRAIN BELIEVED TO 
BE STORED IN SEVERAL OF THE 
ELEVATORS OF THAT CITY. 


CuicaGco, Sept. 2.—The excitement on 
»Change over bad wheat in the elevators has 
not blown over yet by any means. The matter 
has assumed larger proportions than it en- 
the investigation committee 
handed in its report, though the probability 
is that the whole subject would have 
then beon disposed of for an indefinite period 
had nota number of millers from the East and 
Northwest come to Chicago in the hope of buy- 
ing a tolerably good article of wheat suitable for 
immediate milling purposes at a very reasona- 
ble price. Ed Sanderson, a prominent Milwaukee 
miller, was among the first to arrive. He 
received the substance of the committee’s report 
by telegraph, and came down at once with the 
intention of relieving the elevator men of a por- 
tion of the third million bushels of wheat which 
they had been compelled to purchase. He went 
to one of the elevators where a good deal of this 
wheat was awaiting a purchaser and examined it. 

To-day he did not hesitate to say that he could 
not touch the wheat he had seen with a 40-foot 
pole. He declared that it was not fit to be con- 
verted into an article of human food. He had 
come here thinking it might be made 
into a low grade of flour, but found 
that it was fit for nothing but hog feed. A mem- 
ber of the New-York milling firm of Bingham 
Brothers. told practically thesamestory. Talk of 


this sort revived the interest in the question of 
the condition of wheat in store here and 
there was a vigorous sentiment that other 
elevators should be examined. L. D. Norton was 
quoted as saying that some of the wheat in the 
llliinois River Elevater wasjgetting down very 
close to the danger line, and that his fellow pro- 
prietors at Lockport would have to help him pay 
the expense of getting 1t take care of. 

It is believed that there is something less than 
150,000 bushels of wheat in this house, only a 
portion of which is thought to be below grade. 
In the general taik pearly every elevator in the 
system came in for ashare of the floating com- 
ment. It was insinuated that one of the Seaverns 
houses would have been looked into before this 
but for the fact that a member of the family 
was on the Board of Directors. It is 
@ matter of commen knowledge about 
the Board of ‘Trade offices that the 
National Elevator contains about 300,000 
bushels of wheat of the crop of 1882. James 
H. Milne said to-day that he would not take ony 
of this wheat at a discount of 15 cent per busbel 
from the market price, and that he knew of 
other large shippers who were of the same 
epinion. 

This and the Keith elevater are under the same 
management, and there is an interesting story 
floating about ’Change which may explain why 
neither of those houses were mentioned in the 
investigation committee’s report. Late Saturday 
afternoon, so the story runs, @ firm of shippers 
chartered a steamer, which was sent to the Keith 
house under instructions to load and depart witha 
cargo of No.2 wheat Monday morning. Bright 
and early Sunday morniug, however, the man- 
ager of the elevator, who had learned that his 
house was to be investigated by the committee, 
was atthe dock, and as quickly as tie thing 
could be accomplished the steamer was loaded 
with 40,000 bushels of wheat thatit would not 
be well to investigate too closely and sent on 
her way. 

How the matter was fixed up between the 
elevator men and the firm which had chartered 
the vessel has not leaked out, but a member of 
the firm admitted to-day that the story was not 
less true than poedager g There still remains a 
considerable portion of the 370,000 bushels of 
wheat in the Pacific and Neely elevators, which 
the committee recommended the trade to sell 
to the proprietors of those houses, and had 
net yet changed hands. Mr. Harper, of the 
Pacitic Company, complains that sev- 
eral tirms holding the receipts—that of 
W. T. Baker, for one—refuse to give 
them up as they are not ready to sell. It has 
been suggested that now a purchaser is assured 
they are waiting for a buige in prices. The 
mauceuvre is a delicate one to undertake, for 
the reason that the Elevator company may, if 
unable to purchase the wheat at current prices, 
post the same as not up to grade. 

The barley men on ’Change have a grievance 
too. Severaldays ago complaints began to be 
made that the inspection of barley was becoming 
unnecessarily severe. These somplaints have 





not as yet produced any perceptible 
effect. Out ot 92 cars received to-day 
only five were ‘inspected as No. 2, 


but competent judges saw samples on the tables 
of Rosenbaum & Gerstenberg and Kroeschell of 
at least 13 cara which they were willing to re- 
ceive as No. 2. jn spite of the Inspectors the 
sample men manage to get along pretty well by 
means of theirown knowledge of whatis No. 2 
barley and what is not. 

When it comes to trading for future delivery, 
however, there is serious ground for complaint. 
The small amount of the daily receipts which 
pass muster as No. 2 has given that grade a 
speculative value which dwes not corre- 
spond with the prices governed by the 
milder, unofficial inspection of the car 
lot trades. It is significantly mentioned 
that the man who owns the greater part of the 
barley brougnt for September and October de- 
livery has large interests in the elevator system. 
The people who take this feature into eonsidera- 
tion think there must be some strong pressure 
brought to bear on the inspection department or 
it would have paid seme heed to the complaints 
before this. 


Sr. Paut, Minn., Sept. 2.—What to do 
with the present wheat crop is just now seri- 
ously discussed by the elevator companies, The 
heavy rains of late in Minmesota and Dakota 
have greatly retarded the movement in the 
country and damage is augmented by each storm. 
A great deal of the wheat now being offered is 
damp, and wWwarehousemen refuse to buy 
it exeept at very low prices. This 
is forcing a great amount of grain into 
country houses for store. The result will 
be that the houses will be filled with off-grade 


wheat, and a blockade wiil follow. The 
matter, therefore, has assumed a se 
Tious phase. Under the State law the 
elevator companies are not obliged to 


receive damp grain, and it is understood sev- 
eral of the companies have ordered their houses 
closed. What will be the per cent. of damage 
cannot be told until the grain is finally thrashed 
out, as much of thatin stock is known to have 
gone in damp. 

This last trouble, added to a great amount of 
foul seeds, will make this the most un- 
satisfactory crop for years, and _ will 
more thoroughly test the wisdom of State 
grain inspection than any other crop the present 
system has faced. The movement of the crops 
demands experts in every department to bring 
eut the best results. The main cause of the 
trouble was that the wheat was improperly 
shocked and, instead of allowing it to dry 
out before placing it in the stack, it was stacked 
while wet. A great deal of it was afterward 
threshed too soon, and it is this wheat that 
caused the trouble. At the same time the wheat 
which was wet when it was stacked is getting 
fully well heated, and will come out musty and 
mouldy. : 

The only way out of this trouble is for farmers 
to hold back their wheat as long as possible and 
avoid rushing to the market. At best they can- 
net hopeto receive anything like the market 
price, but the grain can inthis way be worked 
off at the minimum loss.

DIED OF HYDROPHOBIA. 

KENOSHA, Wis., Sept. 2.—Richard Emerson, 16 
years of age, of Chicago, died here last night of 
hydrophobia. He was bitten about two months ago 
by a pet dog belonging to the family, and though the 
animal showed no signs of madness, the father took 
the precaution of calling a physician and having the 


wound cauterized. Nothing more was thought of 
the matter, and about two weeks ago the lad came 
io Kenosha to visit. The day betore yesterday he 
commenced complaining of a swelling in his arm and 
a physician was summoned who upon learning the 
facts, pronounced it a well defined case of hydropho- 
bia. The lad grew rapidly worse and became so 
violent that he would tear the sheets and bedclothes 
during the paroxysms. Before death came to his 
relief the matsress and bedding were literally torn 
up and scattered about the room.

A YOUNG GIRL MURDERED. 

NORTHVILLE, Dakota, Sept. 2.—Clara Reid, 
aged 16, was murdered near here yesterday and her 
house was fired. When her brother returned from 
a neighbor’s he found the ‘house in flames, forced an 
entrance, ana saw his sister’s body lying across the 
bed horribly burned. He managed to draw the body 


out, but the house and barn were destroyed. At the 
inquest it was discovered that she had been choked

DYING OF DIPHTHERIA, 

PitrsBpurG, Sept. 2.—An epidemic of black 
diphtheria is raging at Lockport, Penn., a small 
town of 200 inhabitants, situated on the Pennsy!l- 
vania Railroad, about 60 miles east of this city. 
Nearly half of the population is reported down with 
the disease, and 13 deaths have occurred within the 
past five days. Recently an old aqueduct, which 
formed a part of the State canal, was destroyed by 
dynamite at that point, leaving stagnant pools of 
Water, which it is believe caused the epidemic. 
The victims are seized with black vomit and usually 
die in two or three day»

FUTILE CONFERENCE BETWEEN GLASS. 
MANUFACTURERS AND EMPLOYES. 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 2.—The conference 
between the window glass manufacturers and 
their employes over the question of a new wage 
list at the Continental Hotel resulted in a dead- 
lock. The men were represented by W. A. Wal- 
lace, Chairman of the committee of six; Joseph 
Riggins, Charles Wilsey, and Alfonso Getsinger, 
of Millville; William Sims, of Baltimore, and 
N. R. Goodyear, of Bridgeton. James Camp- 
bell, of Pittsburg, Presiaent of the Window 


Glass Blowers’ Association, was present on be- 
half of the men, and Louis Sylvester, of Salem, 
N. J., accompanied the committee. 

The manufacturers were represented by F. L. 
Bodine, President of the Window Glass Manu- 
facturers’ Association, and by the Wage Com- 
mittee of the Eastern District of the association, 
which comprises Marylaud, Delaware, New- 
Jersey, and the eastern part of Pennsylvania. 
In the Eastern District the leading firms are the 
Woedbury Glass Company, Warwick & Stenger, 
Glassborough; Cohausey Glass Company, Bridge- 
ton, with office at 32 North Fourth-street, of this 
city; Gensinger & Sen, Bridgeton; Moore, 
Loomis & Moore, Bridgeton; Malaga Glats 
Works, at Malaga and Millville, and Hires & Co., 
of Quinton. The Baltimore firms are Baker 
Brothers, Swindell Brothers, Kind & Brother, 
and Sein & Co. 

The association employs from 1,500 to 2,000 
men who belong to Local Assembly No. 300. 
The conference lasted about three hours, and 
after it was over Mr. Bodine said: “ The mat- 
ter is not decided, and we will have to meet 
again. The conference resulted in a dead-lock. 
The men demanded 10 per cent. advance on 
the ground that the price of window glass had 
advanced. The companies refused to grant the 
advance on account of the decrease on the 
import tax of some 12% per cent., which 
will not permit an advance.” The wman- 
ufacturers also said the present price of 
glass would decline as soon as the works start 
in operation. Whenever the men notify the 
manufacturers’ committee that they wish to 
have another conference it will be held. ‘There 
are no prospects of the works starting up for 
some time before they agree to another confer- 
ence. 

Mr. Sylvester said the men will have to econ- 
omize in their living if they intend to prevent 
the resuming of work every Fall by the dispute 
over wages. ‘*We lost a monthand a half last 
year,” said he, “and will apparently lose some 
this year.” The men claim they average from 
$75 to $90 a month, and that they do not average 
over $700 or $800 a year. Some years they are 
shut down five months. They claim the advance 
demanded is just and that the manufacturers 
could afford to pay them. 








A REBUKE TO TUILILE. 


THE VIEW TAKEN OF HIS CONDUCT 
BY AN OHIO POST. 

CLEVELAND, Sept. 2.—Orrin J. Crane 
Post, G. A. R., at its meeting last evening, 
adopted the following resolution, which was 
supported by members of various shades of po- 
litical faith: 

Whereas, The express object in the organization of 
the Grand Army of the Republic is declared by 
Article II. of general rules and regulations; and 

_ Whereas, Articie LI. of general rules and regula- 
tions orders that no officer or comrade of the Grand 
Army of the Republic shall, in any manner, use this 
organization for partisan purposes, aud no discus- 
sion of partisan questions shall be permitted at any 
of its meetings, nor shall any nomination for polit- 
ical office be made; and 

Whereas, Recent public demonstrations of disre- 
spect to the President of the United States have 
brought scandaland strife into the order, which, if 
persisted in, will inevitably lead to the disruption of 
the same; therefore, 

Resolved, That this post looks with disapprobation 
and condemnation upon every and any demonstra. 
tion of disrespect toward the legally constituted 
Executive of the National Government, the same 
being subversive of the foundation principles of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, as set forth in the 
third section of Article 2, as above: and, further- 
more, we hope and trust that the department, in its 
convocation at St. Louis, will take such action as 
will demonstrate that the Grand Army of the Re- 
public is not sn organization for political purposes 
onan which to .manifest malice, hatred, or ill- 
will. 

Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions be sent 
to the Department Commander of Ohio, with a re- 
quest that he forward the same to the National De- 
partment. 
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MURDER AND SUICIDE. 

CINCINNATI, Sept. 2.—John Hoffman this 
morning heard groans in English’s Woods, not 
tar from the stock yards, in the northwestern 
part of the city, and upon looking for the source 
found a dying man lying across the chest of a 
dead woman, and not three feet away the re- 


volver with which the tragedy was effected. 
The patrol wagon was summoned, but the man 
died before it arrived, and the bodies were taken 
to the Morgue, where 1t was aseertained that 
the man was Frank Hammond, a butcher living 
on Canal-street, and the woman was Mrs. Lizzie 
Tate, a widow living at 376 Liberty-street. A 
letter written in German was found on Ham- 
moud, saying: ‘Frank Hammond and Lizzie 
Tate are both willing to die, and it don’t make 
any difference to us what they say of us.” 

Hammond was a married man. Some time ago 
he took $1,200 of the joint earnings of himself 
and wife and eloped with the Widow Tate to 
Chicago. His wife succeeded in inducing him to 
return, and it was thought his infatuation had 
been cured, but this morning’s tragedy shows 
that it was not. There were no witnesses to the 
shooting, and it was not known whether it was 
agreed uvon or whether Hammond killed the 
woman in anger and then killed himself.

DESPERATE ATTEMPTS AT SUICIDE. 

OWENSBOROUGH, Ky., Sept. 2.—About 
daylight this morning a farmer named Matthew 
Saalwaechder, living near Park City, made des- 
perate attempts at suicide, first by cutting his 
throat from ear to ear and then by shooting him- 
self through the head with both pistol and rifle, 
firing one shot fromeach. At last accounts the 


man was still alive, but not expected to remain 
so leng, as his head is described as being terri- 
bly mangled. The unfortunate man has been 
ill with fever for something less than two weeks, 
which has at times 80 deranged him as to make 
it impossible to control him. Last night he be- 
came so frightened that he jumped from his bed 
and ran a mile before being caught. This morn- 
ing, just before the attempt on his own life, he 
ran the occupants of the house from home, in- 
flicting slight wounds with the razor with which 
he soon after cut his own throat. Saalwaechder 
has a wife and three children. He has been a 
resident of this county alittle over a year, com- 
ing from Posey County, Ind.

GOV. HILI’S FINE WORK. 


HOW HE TRIED TO PLACATE AN INFLU- 
ENTIAL WORKER. 

ALBANY, Sept. 2.—Gov. Hill has given up 
his scheme to build the Meegan-Manning anti- 
Cleveland faction in Albany into a hall organi 
zation, and has now set to work to weaken the 
regular organization, which Corporatioa Counsel 
D. Cady Herrick has directed since the Hor. 
Daniel Manning left local politics. A year ago 
Gov. Hill insisted that Mr. Edward Meegan, the 
leader of the bolting Democrats in this county,” 
should be appointed Corporation Counsel of the 
city instead of D. Cady Herrick, bu 


Mayor Thateher refused to obey orders 
from the Capitol and appointed Mr. Herrick, 
When Mr. errick desired the place on the 
Supreme Court bench, made vacant by the elec- 
tion of Judge Peckham to the Court of Appeals 
Mr. Meegan had his revenge and frightened the 
Governor out of making the nomination, and 
Judge Mayhem, of Schobarie, was nominated. 
Yesterday Prison Superintendent Austin 8. La- 
throp, who is spoiling a good reputation by 
merely registering Gov. Hill’s orders, appointed 
James McIntyre as State agent for discharged 
convicts at a salary of $2,400. Mr. McIntyre is 
one of the ablest lieutenants of the Demo- 
cratic organization in the county. Until 
last Winter he held the office of Deputy 
Commissioner on the Capitol and divided 
the patronage where it would do the most good 
to the regular organization. When Goy. Hill 
was trying to make a deal with Gov. Bod- 
well, of Maine, to continue work on the Capitol 
he was informed that the Republican Legis- 
lature would not votea dollar unless McIntyre 
was removed. Gov. Hill summoned McIntyre 
and told him that he must get out, but that he 
would be provided fer. McIntyre accordingly 
resigned, and bas been feeding since on windy 
promises from the Capitol until a short time 
ago, when he gave notice that he did not mearz to 
stand that diet any longer. 

The Democrats of Albany will soon elect their 
delegates to the State Convention, and Mr. Mc- 
Intyre will be one of them. He was in a d@an- 
gerous frame of mind, so, after a long search, 
the place of State agent for discharged convicts, 
which Mr. Henry L. Arnold has filled since 1850, 
was hit upon. Mr. Arnold was put out yester- 
day and Mr. McIntyre was put in, and Judge 
Muller puts one delegate for Hill from Albany 
on his roll. Mr. McIntyre, however, does not 
feel so sure of the compliment paid, and his new 
allegiance to the Hill machine was considerably 
shaken when he read to-day the following para- 
graph from Goy. Hill’s last message to the Legis- 

ature: 


“In addition to these offices, the abolition of which 
was recommended by me last year, there 1s the office 
of State agent for discharged convicts. which it is 
believed can with advantage be .done away with. 
The sum appropriated for the purposes of the State 
ageutis $7,500, of which it appears he receives as 
salary and for expensas $3,500. thus leaving $4,000 
for discharged convicts. In other worda it costs the 
State $3,500 to distribute $4,000. From investiga- 
tion I am satisfied that the duties ot State agent 
can be better performed by the Wardens of the 
prisons, without any additional expense, and thereby 
discharged convicts will receive the full benefit of 
the appropriation nominally made for them, instead 
of dividing almost half of it with an ofticial whose 
services are supertiuous, to say_the least.” 

Mr. McIntyre knows that he can hold office 
through the Democratic State Convention and 
until the Legislature meets, but he also knows 
that his appointment will induce a Republican 
Legislature to adopt immediately Gov. Hill’s 
recommendation to abolish the office. He is 
wondering it Gov. Hill knows these facts alse. 
Chief Civil Service Examiner Potts says he is not 
certain that this appointment does not come 
under civil service examination. He says the 
factof its not being speeified in the rules does 
not exemptit from examination. He will loek 
into the duties of the office, and will then be able 
to decide whether an examination is called for. 








CHIUAGO LABOR TROUBLES. 


NEEDY CARPENTERS RECEIVE AID—BOX- 
MAKERS THREATEN A STRIKE. 

CuHIcAGo, Sept. 2.—The Knights of Labor 
carpenters were in high feather to-day, Secre- 
tary Turnbull, of District Assembly No. 24, hay- 
ing received official notice that the General Ex- 
ecutive Board had favorably considered the re- 
quest of the carpenters for assistance, and had 
decidea to help them to the extent of $5,000. 


- This sum will be carefully distriputed among the 
men who have been thrown out of work by the 
repeated strikes in the building trades. Fully 
500 carpenters are still out of employment, al- 
though the amount of carpenter work is graa- 
ually increasing. The strike has been abandoned, 
it being found impossible te force the eight-hour 
day upon those contractors who preferred to 
work longer. 

The bricklayers and hod carriers are in a state 
of peace. There is a good demand for first-class 
bricklayers. Several hundred skilled workmen 
left the city during the strike and have not yet 
returned. Consequently there is a scarcity of 
labor in this branch of the building industry and 
a@ corresponding increase in wages, 

The boxmakers declare their intention of be- 
ginning a general strike on Monday. If carried 
into effeet 800 men will quit work in the 20 or 
more box factories. In case the trouble is not 
eompromised the fight is likely to bea long and 
hitter oue. The box manufacturers have for 
years been at the mercy of their em- 
ployes. They recently met and organized an 
association forthe purpose of mutual protec- 
tion against the exactions of the Boxmakers’ 
Union. The latter includes nearly if not all the 
boxmakers in the city, and has not been at all 
backward in asserting its power. Where a strike 
has failed it has resorted to the boycett, and ina 
one case was successful in carrying its point 
with that weapon. The present difficulty arose 
over a demand made by the union fora revised 
seale of wages and a Saturday half holiday. The 
manufacturers offered to consider the first de- 
mand, but positively refused to shut down their 
shops Saturday noon. The men have been in- 
structed to make a final demand en Monday or 
Tuesday, and te strike in the event of an un- 
faverable answer. 
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BOILER EXPLOSION IN CINOINNATI. 

CINCINNATI, Ohio, Sept. 2.—At 8 o’clock 
this evening a‘tube in battery No. 2 in the mul- 
tiple tube safety boiler of the Edison Light Com- 
pany, situated on the north end of the west cel- 
lar of the Western Union Telegraph building, 


northwest corner Fourth and Vine streets in 
this city, burst. The effect was to blow the en- 
tire burning charge of coal in the furnace for- 
ward toward Fourth-street, and start a fire 
among the oil cans, loose paper, and rags, and 
in the wood floor. At the same time the cellar 
room was full ef steam, which came up the 
stairway, and filled the rooms on the street level. 
Sylvester Price, the engineer, was knocked 
down with a lump of coal blown from the fur- 
nace, and Eddie Crogan, the fireman, was 
knocked down. Both got up quickly, and, with 
assistance from the street, extinguished the fire. 
A physician came and dressed Price’s wound, 
and he went to work immediately, firing up 
boiler No. 2. The noise was not heard on the 
street, and in the Associated Press office and in 
the operators’ room of the Western Union Tele- 
graph the only notice of the event was the dying 
out of the electric hght. A lucky circumstance 
was that the steam escaped backward instead 
of in the direction of the engineer and fireman. 
No eall was made on the Fire Department, and 
no excitement was created on the street.

DIED DECLARING HIS INNOCENCE. 


CoLumsts, Ohio, Sept. 2.—Josiah Terrill 
was executed at 12:30 this morning, and pro- 
claimed his innocence after he had been brought 
upon the scaffold. The execution took place in 
the gnnex at the penitentiary, and about 50 
persons witnessed the same.

The crime was the murder of Charles Phelps, 
about 80 years of age, who lived near Pomerey, 
Meigs County. The murder was supposed to 
have been committed on the 8th of January last, 
when Phelps was seen for the last time alive. 
He was discovered two days later lying on the 
floor of his hut with his feet to the fire and his 
head frozen ina pool of blood to the floor. The 
murderer had evidently entered the house and 
struck Phelps unawares and then plunged a 
knife into his throat, as a gash was cut half way 
across his neck. An overcoat and hand ¢lass, 
with several dollars in money had been taken, 
the former being found in the possession of Ter- 
rill when he was arrested. Phelps was a harm- 
less and inoffensive old man, being acripple, 
and it is supposed he was murdered for his 
money, as he nad been robbed the August previ- 
ous.

Terrill was convicted wholly on cir- 
cumstantial evidence, the stolen articles being 
found in bis possession and positively identified.

SHARP COMMENIS ON THE TWO 

STEEPLEVHASES. 

SUSPICIONS THAT NEITHER WAS FAIR- 
LY RIDDEN—CONTESTS OF THE LAST 
DAY. 

It is somewhat singular that honest 
ateeplechasing is an almost impossible sport 
hereabotit. Of all the gigantic and utterly in- 
excusable jobs of the race track these farces are 
certainly the worst. Under the auspices of the 
Rockaway Steeplechase Association it had been 
expected that honest racing “over the timber” 
and across country might be brought about, but 
the meeting which was brought to a close yes- 


terday proves very cohclusiyely that the 
frauds in these races will continue, even 
on the grounds of an association whose 
prime object is to foster and elevate 


what should be rare sport. If Col. Simmons and 
Mr: Post, Who weré the judges at yesterday’s 
races, could not see & delibératé swindle sticking 
out all over the farce called the Ocean Point 
Steeplechase they weré miicth blinder than any 


one gives them credit for being, and more blind 
thati any one else on the ground. The associa- 
tion’s reputation would have been very much 
enhauced had they ruled Canavan, the horse be 
rode— Hercules—and the horse’s owner off the 
track forever. , ‘ 

No more deliberate throwing of a race in any 
of thé farcical steeplechases that are & disgrace 
to the Mgnmouth, Jerome, or Saratoga tracks 
has ever been,seen. The exhibition in the Mem- 
bers’ Steeplechase was very little less disgust- 
ing, and the Rockaway Association will do well 
to abandoit steeplechases; as other reputable 
tracks have been compelled to do, or else insti- 
tute a sweeping reform, and punish both profes- 
sional and gentleman jockeys whose riding 
savors So Strongly of fraud. ‘‘The horse-was-out- 
of-condition” excuse is beginning to pall upon 
the public, who are getting to understand just 
as well as the managers of the tracks do that 
most of these races aré won in the saddling pad- 
dock or in some quiet stable corner before the 
horses face the starter, and that going through 
the motions of arace is a work of stpererogation, 
except in so far as it helps to swindle the 
public. ‘ 

There was.a big list of “probable starters” 
anhounted for yesterday’s races at Cedarliurst, 
but the number of actual statters was very 
small in each race, and the races themselves, 
except the hurdle race and the match race, were 
very poor and unsatisfactory affairs. The large 
nutber of horses scratched may perhaps have 
been due im part to the rain which fell early in 
the afternoon and made the course soggy and 
slippery and kept every oné on the track very 
uncomfortable. The attendance was small: and 
the betting not particularly heavy. The Long 
Island Railroad Company, stirred up by the 
complaints of racegoers, put more comfortable 
cars on its trains yesterday, and so oneof the 
annoyances of feaching the track was done 
away with. : 

The Galloway Race, adash of three-quarters of 
a mile, had four starters, Nailer, Moya, Tartar, 
- and Bar, Sinister. The Baltimore gentleman 
jockeys, Messrs. Morris and Harwood, had the 
mounts on Moya and Bar Sinister; reapectively, 
but neither of them could win the race against 
Mike Daly, who rode the favorite, Nailer, and 
carried the top weight. Tartar started out in 
front, but quit after running a quarter of a mile, 
and Nailer went to the front, remaining there to 
the finish without the least trouble. Moya and 
Bar Sinister had a bit,of a brush for the place, 
which the former, got by tivelengths. Tartar 
finished last, a sixteenth of a mile behind the 
rest. Mutuals paid $7 65 and $2 65, and Moya 
paid $8 40. In the auction pools Nailer sold for 
$35, Bar Sinister for $20, and the field for $15. 

There were only three starters for the mile 
handicap flat race—Pat Oakley, Volo, and War- 
rington.

Veterinary Surgeon 
Sheppard happened to be available, as he was 
attending The Bard, whois now at the track. The 
practiced eye of the surgeon told him that 
Lucky B. had been stricken with that dreaded | 


disease cerebro-spinal meningitis, Sedatives 
were administered, and as soon as possible the 
disabled racer was transferred to a bed of clean 
Straw. Patient and regular treatment to reduce 
the congestion in the brain and spinal cord were 
net without considerabie success. At first the 
tetanic spasms were severe and frequent, 
but the applications gradually lengthened 
the intervals between the attacks and 
reduced them to a meretremor. By noon the 
horse was able to stand on his feet, and last 
eyening his condition was reported as favorable, 
He is still a very sick horse, and it is a question 
whether he will ever be started in @ race again. 
Dr. Sheppard said he thought he could save 
Lucky B., but recoveries from the disease are 
rare. 
Lucky B. is 7 years old ana a great favorite of 
his owner. The horse, who is by Rutherford, 
| out of Maggie Emerson, was raised in Los 
Angeles, Cal., and won the 2-year-old colt stake 
in Citicage. At 3 years he made his best mile 
record of 1:42.

‘“xIp” M’MANUS FINDS AN UNSYMPA- 

THETIC JUDGE AT BRIDGEPORT. 
BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Sept. 2.—After Judge 
Bartlett had dismissed in New-York yesterday 
thé hiabeas corpus petition brought to secure 
the release of “ Kid’ McManus, charged with 
robbing Fairchild’s jewelry store, and had 
turned hiin over to the authorities of this city; 
MeMauus was whisked off on his unwilling 
jourtiey to this State in short order. Officer 
Arnold, Detective Wood, and several other 
Pinkerton detectives hurried him from the court 
room into a carriage that was waitiig outside 


and drove rapidly to a wharf at East New- 

York, whence they proveeded by boat to Glen 

Island. From there the party crossed by ferry 

to New-Rochelle and boarded the train known | 
as the Stamford special. All this hurry and 
cireuitousuess of rotite was designed to guard 
against escape or rescue, but nothing of either 
sort was attempted. Handeutfed to Detective 
Wood, with Officer Arnold standing guard in 
the car aisle, prepared to repulse any attack- 
ing force, and two detectives occtpying adjoin- 
ing seats, the ride to this city was made without 
incident, 

A big crowd was at the station expecting to 
get @ sight of McManus, but the train was 
stopped at the foot of Wall-street and McManus 
was whisked off to the police station and locked 
up. This morning ther6é was a great throng 
about the Court House, but after the seats had 
been filled Judge Beers directed the doors to be 
closed, and but few of the crowd had a chance 
to gratify their curiosity. Mr. Haviland was 
presentas the prisoner’s counsel, the firm to 
which he belongs having been retained for the 
defense by Mr. Bernard. Mr. Haviland asked 
for a contmuance of the case, and it was accord- 
ingly adjourned to Wednesday next, under a 
bond of $25,000. The amourt Mr. Haviland 
thought to be unreasonably large, but the court 
refused to make any reduction. Mr. Bernard, 
the lawyer, was accompanied by James Mc- 
Manus, the well-to-do saloon keeper. 

Mr. Bernard had planned to waive an exs#mina- 
tivun by means of a demurrer and then straggle 
for as low a bond as possible. Mr. Bernard sus- 
pected the City Court officials of being unduly 
prejudiced against his client, and therefore 
made arrangements to have the accused brought 
before the court at 12:30 o'clock in order that 
the plea might be changed anG@ a binding over 
effected. He had very little doubt that the 
court would consent to take as surety the 
$15,000 which the brother stood ready to put up. 
All parties were in the court roem a few min- 
utes after thé time appointed. Clerk Burr read 
tothe prisoner the two complaints preferred 
against him, one accusing him of burglary in 
the night season, and the other of the theft of 
watches and other articles to the total value of 
$3,850. Counsel pleaded to the complaints in 
the form of a demurrer, and tlien the real issue, 
the amount of bail to be fixed, came up for argu- 
ment. 

Mr. Bernard characterized the bond of 

25,000 as oppressive, and opposed to that pro-- 

vision of the Constitution which forbade the im- 
position of excessive bail. There was a strong 
eee prejudice against the prisoner, but this 
gnorant and unreasoning clamor shonid not 
weigh with a judicial officer. In the case of 
Feyth, who had confessed his guilt, the bond 
was only $15,000. Why sbould it be so much 
more in the case of McManus, who denied nis 
guilt, and had evidence that would undoubtedly 
save him from conviction before any fair-minded 
jury? Bonds in any reasonable amount he was 
prepared to furnish, and acash bond at that. In 
a pathetic and impressive style Mr. Bernard be- 
sought the court to be fair and reasonable and 
not to allow himself to be swayed by that blind 
publie prejudice which often found expression 
in lynch law. The New-York lawyer tried to 
get the Judge to reduce the bond to $15,000, but 
the court refused. 

McManus was then taken out of the court 
room and driven to jail. During the court room 
eee he had worn a half smiling and un- 
roncerned expression until Mr. Chamberlain 
spoke of him as being in danger of going to 
prison for 25 years. Then his jaws dropped 
wide open and he gazed at the Prosecuting At- 
torney with a very solemn and half-terrified ex- 
pression. His former easy, indifferent demeanor 
did not come back to him during his stay in the 
court room. James McManus, the ‘Kid's’ 
brothér, was prepared to furnish the $15,000 
bail, as he had on his person $5,000 in cash and 
$10,000 in a certified check. At the jail the 
prisoner was assigned to cell No. 60, five doors 
from the cell of George Feyth, his fellow-burg- 
lar. The fight on the question of bailis not yet 
over, and every inch of ground which lies be- 
tween “Kid” McManus and the Connecticut 
State prison will be stubbornly contested by 
the friends of the New-York crook.

The officers and men of the department of 
Arizona will this month dispense with the usual

Gen. Miles has long 
considered that owing to the frequency of 
Indian outbreaks his men should be made better 
acquainted with savage war. tactics and the 
topography of the country. He has therefore 
issued a general order directing his Officers to 
study the localities usually sought by the 
Indians. After two weeks devoted to this 
study a detachment of well. armed men, 
under the cemmand of two officers, will be 
Bent out into the fighting grounds with 
instructions to avoid capture by the pursuing 
parties to be sent afterthem, The raiding party 
will be be Oe with pack mules and well pro- 
visioned. Almost the entire department will be 
sent in pursuit of the soldiers during the Indian 
raid act, and much amusement, as well as use- 
ful information, is expected to be derived from 
the chase. The raiding party is to corisider it- 
self captured whenever @ pursuing detachment 
superior in numbers comes within hailing dis- 
tance of it, which is a stipulation which robs 
the chase of some of the excitement attending 
actual Iiidian warfare. It is feared that the un- 
tortunate accident which befell Gen. Miles will 
occasion the postponement of the practice. He 
himself, however, in letters to the department, 
speaks hopefully of his condition, and expects 
his fractured, leg to mend in time for him per- 
sonally to supervise the movements of his com- 
mand.

Assoon as it is allowed there 
will, without doubt, be a similar claim filed by 
some naval officer. Another class of longevity 
claims is soon to come before the Court of 
Claims. There are not a few officers in the army 
who entered the service as enlisted men. They 
naturally consider, under the terms of the law 
upon which the decision in the Morton case was 
based, that they are more clearly entitled to 
credit for service as enlisted men than the West 
Point graduates are for service as students. 
Their service was put in on the field and is con- 
sidered to be more elearly actual service than 
that of the cadets by such officérs of thé Govern- 
ment a8 have been consulted about the matter.

M. HOVEY. 


THE CAREER OF THE WELL KNOWN 
CAMBRIDGE HORTICULTURIST. 

Boston, Sept. 2.—Mr. C. M. Hovey, the 
well known ftloriculturist and pomologist of 
Cambridge, died late last evening. He was 77 
years of age. Theimmediate cause of his death 
was paralysis of the heart. Mr. Hovey was 
born in 1810 at Cambridge. He was the son of 
Phineas Hovey, at that time a prominent and 
wealthy citizen of Cambridge. His eurly boy- 
hood was spent in Cambridge, and it was theré 
and in Boston that his tirat business ventures 
were made. In 1832 he, with his brother, 


Phineas Hovey, opened a seed store in Boston 
in connéction with which a nursery was opened 
a few years later in Cambridgeport. This 
business proved 80 stccessful that in 1840 
the Hovey Brothers purchased a tract of 40 
acrés of lund in Cambridge and established the 
famous nursery by which their names are 
kuown. Mr. Hovey by no means cogtined him- 
self to the occupations of a purely business man, 
however. In 1835, when only 25 years oid, he 
founded the Horticultural Magazine and was its 
editor for 35 years. He also began in 1848 that 
remarkable series of illustrated stories of the 
merits of America which were completed many 
years later. Mr. Hovey has been a member of 
the Boston Horticultural Society for 55 years. 
He was President of the society during five 
terms, frem 1862 to 1867. Mr. Hovey was an 
acknowledged authority upop all sabjects con- 
nected with floriculture or agriculture and the 
private library of books upon these subjects 
whieh he had collected probably is not equaled 
iu this country. He leaves a family of three 
grown up children.

BOARDS OF MANAGERS APPOINTED. 

HARRISBURG, Penn., Sept. 2.—To-day the 
Committees on Resolutions of the Miners and 
Laborers’ Amalgamated Association reported 
against the proposition submitted by the Execu- 
tive Board at Pottsville, which centemplated 
the dissolution of the presentState organization. 
The report was adopted, and the reeommenda- 
tion that the State officers do more field duty, 
and that a Board of Managers, to consist of 
three for the anthracite and three for the bitu- 
minous région, be chosen was approved. This 


board will have authority to place organizers 
where they will do the most good and havea 
general supervision of the assoviation’s affairs. 
It was devided that the salaries of the State 
officers should remain as before, and that the 
headquarters should be removed as seon as 
convenient from Harrisburg to Pittsburg. The 
State Convention will be asked to procure @ 
State charter, so that local districts may receive 
their charters direct from headquarters. 

At the afternvon session the constitution was 
amended in several particulars. The annual 
convention will hereafter be held in December 
instead of June, and the term of State officers 
will beginin January. The old board of officers 
was re-elected. In accordance with a resolution 
adopted this morning the foliowing Board of 
Managers was chosen: Bituminous region— 
Joseph Welsh and William Mullin, of Scottdale, 
and John Britt, of Dubois; anthracite region— 
Daniel Duffy, of St. Clair: John H. Davis, of 
Mount Carmel, and another to be appointed 
from Saint Nicholas, Schuylkill County.

LIEUT. PERKINS WINS. + 


HE IS AWARDED THE CUSTODY OF HIS 
INFANT CHILD. 

PouGnHnKeErpsi£, N. Y., Sépt. 2.:—The ha- 
beas corpus case of Lieut. Perkins, of the navy,for 
the custody of his infant child, held by his moth- 
er-in-law, was sent to Referee Charles Hopkins, 
in the office of J. Frank Tallman, the Lieutenant’s 
counsel. Among other things, Lieut. Perkins 
testified in denial of Mrs. Coxe’s statement that 
the proceedings were taken with his full knowl- 
edge and consent. He said that while under ex- 
citemént at the time of his wife’s death he may 


have told his mother-in-law she might have the 
chilé. He also mentally reserved the right to 
provide for His child. Afterward, feeling that 
Mrs. Coxe was iacompetent to take care of 
the child because of her erratic temper, eccen- 
tricities, and mental excitement, and her bitter 
animosity to him during his married life, he con- 
eluded to take the child, and demanded pos- 
sessiun of the infant, Mra, Coxe saying, * I know 
pont plot, you shall not, have the child. Ihave 

id it, and you can’t getit.” She also tola him 
he would have to get a warrant. When he re- 
turned from buryizg his wifé he had to go 
directly to his ship, and thus he gave Mr. Ferris 
power of attorney to act for him. 

Lieut. Lincoln Karmay testified to Lieut. Per- 
kins’s good character. 

William Knox, grandfathar of the child, con- 
tradicted Mrs. Coxe’s statemetit that she was di- 
voreed from him, and denied also her statement 
that he was the cause of these proceedings. He 
testified that she i8 a woman of violent temper 
and never stays more than 10 daysina place. 
She has property in Montgomery, Ala., which 
nets her an income of $600 or $800 per annum, 
and that is allshe has. He said his mother, who 
wants to take the child, owns $10,000 worth or 
property in Montgomery, Ala., and is able and 
willing to care for the baby. 

Upon this showing Judge Barnard delivered 
the custody of the child to Lieut. Perkins; and 
the child and nurse have gone to Alabama to be 
cared for there by the Knox family, and Lieiit. 
Perkins has returned to his vessel.

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A RAILWAY TO BAGDAD. 
From the London Engineering. 


It is with great satisfaction that we note 
that an imperialiradé has been published this 
week sanctioning the extension of the Ismid- 
Diarbekir Railway to Bagdad. The conrection 
of the Mediterranean with the Persian Gulf by 
railway has long been a question of great com- 
mercial and political importance to this coun- 
try. Under the title of the ‘Euphrates Valley 


Railway Question,” the late Sir William Andrew, 
who died last Winter, kept it persistently for 
years before the public in the form of lectures 
and pamphlets. We do not kow whether the 
present poy ty will take the course of the Eu- 
phrates or the Tigris, or aiiy other rival route; 
hor do we tare, for the primary point is to eon- 
nect the Mediterranean with the Persian Gulf, 
thereby providing a new and shorter route to 
India, and everything else is quite subsidiary te 
this. Nothing is more ealculated to sicken an 
impartial observer with the evil results of ex- 
cessive individualism than the disputes uver the 
Euphrates Valley Railway. Hada Englishmen 
pulled together, meeping in view solely the inter- 
ests of the empire, which they all claim to be 
amazingly anxious apout, although they never 
reduced their professions to practice, we should 
have hada railway of our own to India long 
ago, asa counterpvise to the oue Russia is fore- 
ing on through the so-called Afghan barrier. 
Unfortunately, one set of porsots, headed by 
Sir William Andréw, insisted on the Euphrates 
route and nothing else; and another set, repre- 
sented by the late Mr. Cazalet, insisted on the 
Tigrié route; while Sir Henry Rawlinson wanted 
the lineto start from the Black Sea, and Sir 
George Stephenson from Constantineple. The 
upshot was that everybody pulled a different 
way; the public got confused with rival pam- 
phiets and spéaches; successive Governments, 
distracted by the rivairy, held aloof; and finally, 
afew years ago, the whole thing collapsed. In 
the meantime Russia, without any discussion 
and pamphileteecriug at all, solved the question of 
the best railway route to India by pushing her 
locomotives to within 600 miles of ours, and 
sooner or later will tap the railway traffic of 
India. The moral is oue we hope Englishmen 
will take to heart. 
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FAOTS FOR THE ABBE LARRIEU. 
Letter to the Editor of the London Standard. 
Without having the Abbé Larriet’s pam- 

phiet before me it is impossible to meet his state- 
ments on the subject of the Great Wall of China 
in a wholly satisfactory mannér. But, presum- 
ing that its general purport is deseribed in your 
leading article of to-day, [am able, from personal 
experience, to state that a more flagrant mis- 
statement never was offered to the public as fact. 


The Great Wall of China is no more a figment of 
the imagination of Chinese historians or Euro- 
pean travelers than is the Tower of Lendon. 
Some years azo, When on the journey from Pekin 
to 8b. Petersburg, the party of which ‘I formed 
one was detained at Kalgan (Chan Chia Kow) for 
something like three weeks, in the task of get- 
ting proper transport for ourselves and baggage 
across the Mongolign Desert. During our deten- 
tion in this town we beguiled the tedium of our 
days by shooting over the hills to the north, 
east, and west, and on several occasions 
acaled the wall in our day’s march. Not 
only 80; we traced its course from the hills, 
along and over which itruns, extending east 
and west as faras the ¢yé could reach, and as 
incapable of being explained away as Fleet- 
Atreet and the Strand, The old Jesuit fathers, 
Gerbilion and Kircher, are to be believed in tlils 
matter. It is, of course, possible that in the 
lapse of ages parts of the wall have disappeared, 
and my own evidence is good for no more thar 
the existence of the wall for some miles east 
and west of the North Gate of the town of Kal- 
gan. How mueh further it may extend I eannot 
pretend to vouch from the evideace of my own 
experience. Butif the Abbé Jarrieu_states that 
the square towers along tne prevosed line of the 
ramparts were not connected with a wall, and 
that this wall, guarded and defended by these 
towers, does not run through the valleys and 
over the topsof these hills, he states that which 
is contrary to the facts, If any of the members 
of the party with which I traveled are still in 
England I am sure that they will be able to sub- 
Stautiate my statement.

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BISHOP HARRIS DEAD. 





HIS OLD HEART TROUBLE ENDING FA- 
TALLY LAST EVENING. 

Bishop William L. Harris, one of the most 
highly esteemed members of the Methodist Evis- 
Gopal Church, died at his residence, 33 East 
Eighty-firsi-street, at 5:05 o’clock last night. 
For a number of years past he had been in ill 
health and subject at intervals to ae¢ere attaéks 
of heart disease. The illness which caused 
his death appeared on Aug. 2 last, «while 
he was at Liverpool, England. He tad 
made arrangeinents to safl for this country on 
Aug. 4, but was unable to start until nine days 
later. Onthe Way across the heart trouble re- 
turned and has continued éver since. On his 
arrival here he was taken to the St. Dents Hotel 
and Drs, Lee, Purde, and Mendelson were 
called. On Aug, 25 he was removed to his home. 
Wednesday night he became delirious and opi- 
ates had to be resorted to. Yesterday murning 
he fell into a state of semi-edusciousness, in 
which he remained until abotit 3 o'clock in the 
afternoon when compiete coma was established, 

‘There were present at his bedside when he ex- 
vyired his wife, hisson William H. Harris, and 
is unmarried danghter. Had he lived until 
Sept. 14 he would have celebrated the fiftieth 
anniversary of his adinission to the ministry, 
The funeral arrangements have not been 
detinitely niade, but the services will take place 
at St. Paul’s Chureh, Fourth-avenue and | 
Twenty-secoud-street. The details will te set- | 
tled by Bishop E. G. Andrews, of Boston, who is | 
expected Here from Mechanicsviile, Ohio, this 
morning. Mrs. Dr. M. P. Hartfield, of Chicago, 
has been summoned by telegraph. 

Kishop Harris was born at Troy, near Mans- 
field, hio, Nov. 14, 1817. His  paronts |

were sturdy Ohio peopie, whose couod gualities 
the son largely inherited. His early life was 
spent in the vicinity of Mansfield. When 17 
ears old he visited acamp mevting which was 
eing held not far from his home, and there was 
converted. This brought to him a desire to 
help others, and soon after joining the church 
he entered the Norwalk Seminary and was 
brought under the direet tutelaga of Dr. Chap- 
lain. He studied for two years and was then 
licensed to preach. In 1837 he was admitted on 
trial in the Michigan Conference. He continued 
his preaching afterward in the North Ohio Con- 
ference, at Dovet, Belleveto, Amity, Chester- 
ville; and, in 1844, going to Delevan. At Duver 
he was married to Miss Atwell. His early 
preaching was niarked by its fervency and 
power. His tiréless evergy led him to cover 
much ground in those early Ohio charges, and 
success followed his teachings. 

While at Worcester he was ordained an 
Elder by Bishop Roberts. At this time calls 
wore made upon him to teach, and after a year 
at Delevan, Ohio, be accepted a tutorship in 
the Ohio Wesleyan University. In 1846, how- 
ever, he returned to pastoral work. Soon after, 
while at Toledo, he was taken with malaria and 
resolved to go back to teaching. He became, in 
1848, the Principal of Baldwin Institute at the 
request of the conference. This institution is 
now Baldwin herbed 9° Three years after he 
accepted the Chair of Chemistry, Physics, and 
Natural History in the Ohio Wesleyan Uni- 
versity. This position he filled for eight years, 
building up a reputation as a most successful 
teacher. His expositions and lectures were 
marked for their clearness and accuracy, While 
he encouraged his students to thorough, origiual 
and experimental study. As he became well 
known in the Methodist Church he was asked to 
fill several positions in the management of 
church affairs. He accepted none of these until 
1860, when he became Assistant Corresponding 
Secretary of the missionary soviety of the 
ehurch, and was associated with Dr. Durbin. 

In 1872 he was elected Bistiop. From that 
time he has been well known to Methodists in all 
parts of the country and has_oveupied an influ- 
ential position inthé Board of Bishops. In 1874 
he was a delegate to the British Wesleyan Con- 
ference, and at the same time represented the 
American Bible Seciety at the meeting of the 
British and Foreign Bible Society. When con- 
nected with the missionary society he became 
miich interested in the forming of foreign mis- 
sions and establishment of stations. Su, after 
his election to the episcopate, hé made an ex- 
tensive trip through China, Japan, India, Tur- 
key, Italy, Switzerland, Germany, and Scan- 
dinavia, visiting the missions and directing their 
operations. AS @ Bishop he has been popular 
and made hosts of friends. In this city, where 
he has resided recently, his face has always been 
seen at every meeétitig of importance to Method- 
ism. He is the author of a volume on “ The 
Powers of the General Conference,” and was 
also an associate editor of an exhaustive volume 
on chureh law. Hé received the degree of 
D. D. from Alleghany College, and Baldwin 
University conferred the degree of LL. D, 
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HOW A RUSSIAN BECAME RICOH. 
From the London Figaro. 


A very wealthy, probably the wealthiest; 
member of the Russian colony in Paris is M. An- 
dr6é Ivanhoff Krohn, who has just returned to 
the French capital with the intention of ending 
his days there. The story of how he made his 
large fortune is somewhat interesting. During 
one of the hottest Summers in the reign of Nich- 


olas I., wheh the inhabitants of St. Petersburg 
were dying off like flies, M. Krohn, who was 
then a young man, pointed out in the jourials of 
the day tbe undoubted Gause. The Neva, he 
stated, from which the citizens draw their sup- 
ply of water for drinking and cooking, is also 
the sewer into which the drains of the city are 
emptied. Nicholas, ignorant déspot though he 
waa, saw the puitt of the citizen’s statement, 
and at once vave orders for the necessary works 
to bé carried out at any cost for keeping the 
supply of drinking water pure. An association 
was immediately formed, but though it com- 
ménced its task with vigor, it soon had to stop 
in the face of engineering diffictiities that it 
seemed not even the will of the Czar himself 
could overcome. What they were I need not ex- 
plain, buc at all events, soon dfter the associa- 
tion had admitted its failure, M. André Krohn 
¢aihe again upon the scene, and buying up ata 
nominal price the scrip which the failure of the 
as8uciation had thrown upon the market, formed 
a& new company, which, thanks to his indomit- 
able energy, accomplished the engiag works.

MR. BLAND THROWN OUT. 


THE FEDERAL COURT DECLINES TO HEAR 
HIS SUIT AGAINST IVES. 

A great crowd of lawyers and Wall-street 
men gathered yesterday morning in the United 
States Circuit Court room to see how Henry S. 
Ives would disport himself in the elevated at- 
mosphere that surrounds the Federal bench, and 
incidentally learn the resilt of the appliéation 
of the unknown George J: Bland to optain a per- 
manent injunction restraining all aétiofi tending 
to validate the issite of preferred stock of the 
Cincinnati, Hamiltof and Dayton Railroad Conk 
pany used by Ives & Co. ' 

With the announcement of the contemplated 
legal action yesterday, word was givén that the 
firms, and, corporations 





betore Judge Lacombe that the case wus one for 
the State and not the Federal eourts. The 
strength of this claim was conceded, and the de- 
Cision that the United States Circuit Court had 
ho jurisdiction, Which was finally given by Jndge 
Lacombe, was 80 generally anticipated that 
there really seemed to be more curivusity to see 
Ives in court than to know the Judge's ruling. 
But Mr. ives did not appear. Not were there 
Inuny there who recognized the plaintiff, Mr. 
Bland. There were lawyers though in plenty. 
For the plaintiff there were Neison J. Waterbury 
and John H. MeKinley. For Mr. Ivea there 
came Cotgressuian Adains; for Alfred Sully and 
ex-Judge Hoadily; for Assignee 


8. Sullivan; for Willfam Feilowes, Morgan & Co., 
Mr. Thoinson, of Foster & Thomson. Ail these 
took part in the discussion. A dozen other ad- 
vocates spared the court. 

ix-Judge Hoadly began with the claim that on 
the face of the papers there was uo jurisdiction, 
The contesting parties, lie said, were New- 
Youxsers, and the substantial part of thé con- 
troversy lay in this State. He quvted a string 
of decisions from the Supreme Cotitt of the 
United States stipporting his argtiment. 

Mr. Waterbury followed. “The whole mat- 
ter,” he said, “ relates to the Cincinnati, Ham- 
ilton and Dayton Railroad, That is a corpora- 
tion organized and existing uuder the laws of 
the State of Ohio. Itis a foreign Vody. Ita ex- 
istehce here is nominal. Bnt for the purpose of 

ermitting an operation which will effect a gross 

raud, we have these meu [waving his hand at 
ex-Judge Hoadly and Mr. Sallivan and the other 
lawyers for the defendants] crying in eoncert 
that there is no jurisdiction. Decisions there 
may have beer in a few cases such as have been 
quoted, Dut there ought to be no suth decision in 
this case.” Then Mr. Waterbury said he wanted 
to file a brief supporting his claim. Ex-Judgeé 
Hioadly and Mr. Sullivan talked a little more. 
Mr. Waterbury talked again, too. He said some- 
thing about a tremendous fraud having been 
consummated in the issue and use of the stock. 

_ Ives’s counsel, Mr. Adams, interrupted him 
with the remark, “ We will meet youin a State 
court on that point.” 

*“ Aye, your Honor,” retorted Mr. Waterbury. 
“ They are afraid of the United States courts.” 
Then, he said, Congress ought to do something 
to assure the Federal court’s jurisdiction in such 
cases. 

Congressman Adams bowed with Ives-like 
coolness, and, with an Ives-like smile, said: “1 
will see, Mr. Waterbury, that my successor in 
the next House shall introduce a bill, for that 
purpose.” 

Judge Lacombe lodked annoyed and Mr. 
Waterbury surprised, while the rest of the audi- 
ence tittered and the criers called silence. 

Mr. McKinley, of counsel for Mr. - Bland, 
frowned upon Mr. Adama and, pointing to all 
the lawyera for Ives and his co-detendanta, de- 
notneed them as “men in possession of the 
swag, the recéivers of the stolen property, and 
ere to a conspiracy and fraud.”

THE NUMBER SEVEN AT COLOGNE. 
From the Paris American Register. 

Not only in the larger portions of the 

masonry work in the Cologne Cathedral but 

down to the minutest detaila of the ornamenta- 

tion the combinations of “ saven,” deemed a 


sacred number in the Middle Ages, enter to a 
eonsiderabie extént. Thus, at all the purticoes, 
and even on the side entrances, we find 7 niches 
for the reception of statues. The depth of the 
vestibule is seven times 8 feet (56 feet;) in 
it there are 7 pedestals for as many statues. 
Seven chapels surround the High Choir, which, 
like the inner &pace of the cathedral, has both a 
width and a height of seven times 23 feet 
(161 feet.) The height of the side aisies 
is seven times 10 feet (70 feet.) Twice 7 
pillars ornament the High Choir. The five aisles 
of the cathédral are each separated from the 
other by rows of 7 pillars. The entire number 
of free pillars is seven times 8 (56;) that of 
the pillars set into the walls, seven times 
4 (28. The Western portico has a width 
of seven times 33 (231 feet.) The whole 
length of the imposing edifice is seven times 
76 teet (532 teet,) and its height to the 
pinnacle of the main towers was originally 
planned to be seven times 76 feet; while the 
three transepta have a width of seven timeg 
15 feet (105 feet.)

The Irish workingman is beginning to 
thoroughly feel the effects of the extraordinary 
Italian influx. He finds his tanuy rival every- 
where, digging trenches for gas pipes, carrying 
the hod, mixing mortar, sweeping the streets, 
keeping fruit stands, and has just discovered that 
he is now engaged in the slow but sure process 
of driving the Celt from the cobbler’s bench. Of 
course this engenders race hatred, and to this 
state of feeling the intensity of the enthusiasm 
of the McGlynn movement may be attributed. 
It is constantly kept before the eyes of certam of 
the Irish that their church government is by an 
Italian hierarchy, and that serves to lessen their 


respect for their ecclesiastics. The Italians are 
aiso about entering the political domain, and 
if their immigration continues to be as 
great for a year or two more as it has been 
in the recent past they will be a formidable 
power in couvenutions and at the polls, The one 
thing in favor of the Irish is that they speak the 
Engiish language and therefore assimilate 
quicker, but thatisa difficulty that the Italians 
ure rapidly overcoming. Grocers say that the 
number of Italian servant girls 1s inereasing, 
and so soon as this fact is well known the antag- 
onism of the two nationalities will have reached 
its climax. The women wiil pred their male 
friends to some hostile demonstration and will

The public understanding of the ways of 
Wall-street “‘ financiering” is being rapidly 
enlarged by the proceedings in the case of 
young Mr. Ives. It seems that Mr. GEORGE 
J. Brianp, who applied for an injunc- 
tion to restrain all proceedings to 
make valid Mr. Ives’s private issue of 
preferred stock of the Cincinnati, Hamilton 
and Dayton Railroad, erred in respect tothe 
court in which he made the application. 
He should have applied to a State court in- 
stead of to United States Judge LACOMBE. 
But his application has served to show that 
no Wall-street thief can be so desperately 
wicked and profligate as to strip himself 
of all support, for Mr. BLAND’S application 
was resisted by a whole bevy of lawyers 
appearing in behalf of numerous moneyed 
institutions and men who for the time 
being hastened to make common cause with 
Ives. Banks and bankers loaned money to 
this financial desperado in sums limited 
only by his demands so long as he was a 
successful desperado. They hold his securi- 
ties now in large amounts, and the moment 
anybody attacks those securities they 
spring up to defend him. Every sane man 
knows that Ives ought to be indicted and 
sent to Sing Sing as a swindler, but 
there is only a very remote prospect 
that he will be thus dealt with be- 
cause of the large number of very 
respectable gentlemen who cannot afford to 
allow a swindler in whose operations they 
were so deeply interested to go to State 
prison. They would much prefer to help 
him on his feet again and let him resume 
business in the old way. 


The farmers of Thomas County, Ga., 
have been setting a very good example to 
certain Northern agriculturists. The Farm- 
ers’ Alliance, which has virtually succeeded 
our old friend, the “Grange,” is an organ- 
ization with branches in many States. The 
Alliance in Indiana disgraced itself by 
sending an insulting message to the Pres- 
ident of the United States. The members 
of the Alliance in Georgiarightly considered 
that, inasmuch as they belonged to the 
same body, it behooved them to disavow such 
of the formal proceedings of its mem- 
bers elsewhere as they disapproved, and 
they accordingly disclaimed any sympathy 
with the brutal and boorish proceedings of 
the Indiana branch. It is to be hoped that 
this lesson will not be thrown away upon 
the Grand Army of the Republic. A resolu- 
tion of a few posts disavowing TUTTLE 
would have an excellent effect upon the 
community atlarge. For anything that ap- 
pears officially the Grand Army holds that 
TUTTLE is a nice person and his talk the 
kind of talk that all the Grand Army men 
approve. Of course this is not the case, but 
the Grand Army men ought in their own 
interest to furnish some proof that it is not.

Our news columns contain a detailed ac- 
 gonnt of the actual condition of the King’s 
Bridge road. That condition has for some 
years, as everybody who has undertaken to 
-ride or drive over it can testify, been dis- 
graceful to the Municipal Government in 
geueraland to the Department of Public 
Works in particular. By nature this road 
is one of the most attractive on the island. 
By what has been done and left undone 
upon it it has become impassable 
for pleasure driving. While SquIRE 
was in office, nobody looked for anything 
better, but Gen. NEwTon has been Commis- 
sioner of Public Works for more than a 
year, and the state of King’s Bridge road is 
at least as disgraceful now as it was when 
he took office. It is to be hoped that the 
Commissioner will give his personal atten- 
tion to a matter which appears to have 
escaped it hitherto, and which isin urgent 
need- of the attention of somebody more 
capable and more watchful than the officials 
who have been connected with it thus far.

The prizes in the competitions of the Do- 
minion Rifle Association, whose meeting 
has taken place this week, aggregate $7,000 


in cash, besides many cups, trophies, and 
medais. One cannot but compare the lib- 
‘erality with which marksmanship is en- 
couraged at Ottawa, to say nothing of Wim- 
bledon, with the hard work often expe- 
Zienced hy the American Rifle Association 


at Creedmoor in making both ends meet, 
even with a very moderate outlay of cash 
prizes. It is true that the Long Island range 
receives no aid whatever from the General 
Government, and is not recognized by it as 
a national institution; and even the former 
support furnished by the participation of 
the troops of the regular army at the annual 
competitions has of late years been greatly 
lessened by the establishment of prize con- 
tests elsewhere for the army alone. Still, 
Creedmoor is everywhere regarded as the 
typical American range, as it is also the 
official range of the National Rifle Associa- 
tion. It deserves the support of all those 
who recognize how much the present effi- 
ciency of the militia has depended and still 
depends on skill in the use of its weapons. 

The sensitiveness of Germany and France 
as to what each other is about has just had 
a droll illustration in the stir created at 
Paris because the German representative at 
Tunis lately congratulated the Bey upon the 
prosperity of that country and the happiness 
of its people. The inference was im- 
mediately drawn that this compliment was 
paid in direct pursuance of special instruc- 
tions from Berlin, and speculations were 
rife as to what deep designs BISMARCK 
might have hidden under this courtesy. A 
little while ago the German Minister to 
Morocco was accused of sounding the Em- 
peror of that country upon the possibility of 
Germany’s acquiring two ports on the At- 
lantic coast, whereupon a long consultation 
is said to have beon held by the military 
authorities at Paris as to what to do about 
it, the result being the determination to 
offer no opposition. This was a judicious 
conclusion, inasmuch as nothing more has 
been heard of the matter, and in like man- 
ner no remarkable results are likely to fol- 
low from the German compliment to the 
Bey of Tunis. 

TOT TE PT RE EE FORT ROS ET 


The gingerly way in which the condition 
of the Crown Prince of Germany is treated 
in the medical bulletins is calculated to 
strengthen the fears it is meant to allay. A 
man who has a “swelling” in his throat, 
which has been removed by cautery and 
the seat of which still shows a “ tend- 
ency toward congestion,” may reasonably be 
supposed to be suffering from cancer. If 
the eminent physicians in charge of the 
case were to sign a statement that the 
swelling was not cancerous the statement 
would be universally accepted. That is 
just what they have been careful not to do, 
although they must know the conclusions 
that will be drawn from this emission. 





The purchase of the Sea Girt grounds for 
the annual encampment of the New-Jersey 
National Guard will undoubtedly be of 
great benefit to the State and the militia. 
They are well situated in point of accessi- 
bility, and offer the advantage of temper- 
ing the often extreme heat prevailing in 
August, the most convenient season for the 
encampment, by ocean breezes. It need 
hardly be said that so far as procuring level 
ground is concerned no difficulty whatever 
is experienced in New-Jersey; but it has 
long been desired to select a spot at once 
healthful and accessible. Two years ago 
the present project was set on foot, but the 
great rise in values of coast property in the 
interim, by increasing the price at which 
the owners held the desired spot, threatened 
to defeat the plan, even after an appropri- 
ation for the original price had been secured. 
from the last Legislature. Accordingly 
private enterprise has intervened to make 
an arrangement for securing the spot. The 
great advantages which have resulted from 
the ownership of the Peekskill camping 
grounds by the State of New-York will un- 
doubtedly be enjoyed also by New-Jersey in 
founding a permanent camping site at Sea 
Girt. 


THE PRESIDENT AND HIS PARTY. 

The Democratic conventions held thus far 
this year have indorsed the Administration 
of President CLEVELAND with .unmistak- 
able heartiness. Beginning with the con- 
vention of the Michigan Democrats in 
March, the platforms put forth one after 
another by the State organizations of his 
party have praised Mr. CLEVELAND and 
commended his public acts and policy 
in a way that would have gratified even a 
much more exacting political leader. In 
the conventions held in Rhode Island, 
Kentucky, Ohio, Maryland, and Virginia 
there was but one opinion expressed, and 
that was wholly favorable. And the Dem- 
ocrats of Pennsylvania and of Iowa, 
in the conventions they have held 
this week, have surpassed the previous 
declarations of their party in the 
emphasis of their approval. In New-York, 
too, the President has received an indirect 
indorsement, the plans of those members of 
the Democratis State Committee who were 
accounted unfriendly to him having been 
defeated by a test vote, the result of which 
is accepted everywhere as setting at rest all 
doubt as to the attitude of the New-York 
delegation in the National Democratic Con- 
vention next year. 


This unanimity of Democratic opinion 
has already relieved the old-fashioned Dem- 
ocratic mind. There is no longer need of or 
room for speculation as to the Democratic 
candidate for the Presidency in 1888. 
Democrats of all shades of belief, and Re- 
publicans as well, admit without further 
dispute that no other candidate than Mr. 
CLEVELAND will be seriously talked of. For 
a score of reasons he is stronger with the 
people than any other candidate his party 
could present, and so much stronger that it 
is not worth while to search the list of 
available statesmen for other names. It 
cannot be denied, therefore, that the accord 
of the party,thus publicly and officially mani- 
fested, has strengthened it. The harmony 
of its purpose, the union of its forces, has 
been demonstrated; and the sneering and 
carping of those Democrats who oppose Mr. 
CLEVELAND for reasons wholly honorable to 
him and absolutely dishonorable to them- 
selves have been robbed of their point and 
meaning. Nevertheless, from the point of 
view of the wisest party policy, as well as 
from the point of view of the public good, 
these Democratic platform indorsements of 
President CLEVELAND have been too undis- 
criminating. 
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commend the economy, the honesty, and the 
patriotism of the Administration. It was 
well for them to commend its determina- 
tion to strip the railroad corporations of 
fraudulent and unearned land grants. 
That issue alone is worth more to the Demo- 
cratic Party, measured in votes, than 
can be made by FORAKER, FAIRCHILD, 
and the other blatherskites who are 
trafficking in sectional hatred, out of the 
rescinded rebel-flag order or the greed for 
pensions. It 1s true, too, as the Pennsyl- 
vania Democrats declared, that President 
CLEVELAND has the confidence of the busi- 
ness interests of the country, and that his 
Administration has been pure, and such as 
to meet the approbation of fair-minded 
and conservative citizens. 

But the Democrats of Iowa departed wide- 
ly from ‘the truth when they asserted in 
their platform that “‘the civil service of 
the country has been placed upon a busi- 
ness basis, and Federal officers no longer 
neglect the duties of their offices for the 
manipulation of party politics.” Nor were 
the Pennsylvania Democrats quite within 
the bounds of truth when they declared 
that the Administration has been 
“fearless.” It has not been wholly fearless, 
for instance, of the consequences of rebuk- 
ing as he deserves such a demagogue and 
base spoilsman as SAMUEL J. RANDALL. ° It 
has not had the courage to make an end of 
Senator GORMAN’Ss corrupt work in Mary- 
land—work which he has carried on to un- 
worthy results by the aid of men appointed 
to important Federal offices by GROVER 
CLEVELAND himself. And in Indiana it has 
weakly yielded to spoilsmen no less disrep- 
utable. 

The statement of the Iowa Democratic 
platform as to the participation of Fed- 
eral office holders in political work was 
belied by the presence of some forty of Mr. 
RANDALL’sS henchmen atthe Allentown Con- 
vention the day before. Our correspondent 
gave a list of most of them in THE Times 
of Thursday morning, with the places they 
hold. Most of these Federal office holders 
were appointed at the instance of SAMUEL 
J. RANDALL. They are his “‘ workers” in the 
not very clean field of Pennsylvania poli- 
tics. They were present at Allentown on 
Wednesday to assist him in forcing the 
Democratic Convention to declare its hos- 
tility to President CLEVELAND’Ss tariff poli- 
cy, or at least to prevent the adoption of a 
resolution approving that policy in its plain 
intent and meaning, and they succeeded. 
But here the President’s weakness in yield- 
ing to the demands of the spoils seekers had 
precisely the same effect it has had in Indi- 
ana andin Maryland. It injured him and 
strengthened his enemies. 

We suppose it will be accounted Quixotic 
to demand of a Democratic Convention a 
sound and rational criticism of the Presi- 
dent’s errors in respect to the reform of 
the Federal service. But the truth of this 
matter is so plain, the damaging effect of 
these departures from the strict letter of 
his pledges and professions is so unmis- 
takable, that one might be par- 
doned for insisting that even a Dem- 
ocratic Committee on Resolutions ought 
to see the facts and state them. The 
President has gained the public confidence 
in aremarkable degree, but he has gained it 
by the firmness and courage which, on the 
whole, he has displayed in attempting to 
arrest the debauchery of the civil service. 
But the public’s confidence in him is 
limited because and so far as he 

‘has failed to do what he clearly should 
have done in this direction. It is an im- 
portant limitation, and one that a sagacious 
party policy would attempt to remove. 
There is no other way in which the 
strength of Mr. CLEVELAND with the people 
can be so rapidly and so surely extended as 
by new assurances that he will not put up 
with such contemptuous disobedience of his 
own Executive orders as was shown by the 
Randall legion of Federal office holders at 
Allentown, and the most effective that can 
be made for those assurances is the demand 
of the Democrats themselves. 


MR. GARRETT’S RETIREMENT. 

It would be futile, and not very decorous, 
to,attempt to say how much truth there 
may bein the rumors of the transfer of all 
the assets of the Baltimore and Ohio, in- 
cluding the whole ofthe ‘‘Garrett proper- 
ties.” These rumors have been met by 
every variety of disclaimer on the part 
of those mainly concerned in them, 
from flat denials to guarded dep- 
recation. It is not pleasant to tell 
a man in public that you do not believe 
his denial, or even that you regard his 
deprecations as disingenuous. Practically, 
however, itis to be remarked, with pain, 
that business menin Wall-street and else- 
where draw their conclusions from the cir- 
cumstances of the case, without paying the 
least attention to the statements made by 
interested persons upon matters undoubt- 
edly within their knowledge. 

However far the negotiations for the 
transfer of the properties have gone, it 
seems to be clear that Mr. GARRETT, who 
inherited them from his father, who ac- 
quired them and built them up by remark- 
able energy and ability, is anxious to be rid 
of them. The phrase of the Street is espe- 
cially applicable to aman in his position. 
He desires to “unload” a burden which 
he tinds either’ actually beyond his 
strength or at least too troublesome 
for a man who has plenty of money 
to live on, and who wishes to enjoy 
his life in peace. This is not a very lofty 
ambition, perhaps, but it is very common 
among the sons of very rich men, and very 
natural, The heir of a landed estate, or 
even. of a great business, in some branches 
of business may administer his own fort- 
une without being altogether engrossed 
with its cares. Buta great trunk railroad 
in this country must be always on a war 
footing. The man at its head must be 
prepared to meet all manner of com- 
petition, both in the actual business of 
transportation and in securing his stock- 
holders against speculative attacks on their 
property. Whoever does this with success is 
sure to be a very busy: and a very much 
troubled man. It is true that these two 
duties of a faithful railway manager may 
be resolved into the one duty of making the 
utmost of hisroad. The stock that repre-

When Mr. W. H. Vanperbirg exchanged 
fifty millions of the securities of the 
Vanderbilt properties for the same 
amount .in Government bonds, he was 
actuated by the natural wish to divide his 
The 
act was generally construed to be the aban- 
donment of an active career, although it 
did not impair the control by the VANDER- 
BILTS of the Vanderbilt properties. The 
sale of his inheritance by Mr. GARRETT 
would indicate still more strongly a desire 
to be released from the worries of a great 
and necessarily an aggressive business. 
Mr. GARRETT is a young man, while Mr. Van- 
DERBILT, when he made his famous transfer, 
was already an elderly man. Of courseit does 
not follow that a son inherits his father’s 
special aptitudes by inheriting his father’s 
business. If he feels unequal to the respon- 
sibilities which the practical management 
of the business entails upon him, or finds 
the details of that management absolutely 
uncongenial to him, he does well to resign 
those responsibilities to somebody more 
willing to assume them. In the railroad 
business more than in almost any other an 
amateur is out of place. The man atthe 
head of a trunk line cannot afford to give 
to its management less than the undivided 
attention that his rivals devote. 

The retirement of Mr. GARRETT, if it 
be determined upon, is on several ac- 

ounts to be regretted. He has main- 
tained for some time a formidable check 
upon the tendency to a monopoly of 
the telegraph. Under his direction, and 
presumably by his: inspiration, an interest- 
ing and promising method of attaching to 
a great railroad the men in its service, by 
identifying their interests with its own, 
has been developed. It is scarcely to be 
hoped that his successors will devote 
to these projects the same _intelli- 
gent interest that has been shown in 
them by Mr. GARRETT. His desire fora 
quieter life than is attainable by the man- 
ager of the Baltimore and Ohio system will 
probably result in the disappearance of the 
“‘Garrett properties” as an active force in 
the business of the country. There is no 
special likelihood that the saying about 
“three generations between shirt sleeves 
and shirt sleeves” will be verified in his 
family. The fortune he inherited will be- 
come torpid, so to speak, and will continue 
only as ameansof supplying material enjoy- 
ments instead of doing a conspicuous share 
of the work of the world. 

OUR CHINESE CRIMINALS. 

Reports of deeds of violence by Chinamen 
are becoming very numerous, and the facts 
carry with them a significance which it is 
impossible to, misconstrue. The Chinese 
immigrants who make their homes in this 
country have been until very recently 
characterized by extreme timidity and an 
almost contemptible cowardice in their 
dealings with other races than their own. 
Even in San Francisco, where the Chinese 
colony is larger than in any other American 
city, reports of assaults upon white citizens 
by the Mongolians have. been so rare 
as to take their places among the curi- 
osities of crime. The Chinaman has until 
very lately submitted to insult heaped upon 
insult, and often to personal violence, with- 
out resenting his wrongs; but the old adage 
that the worm when trodden upon will turn 
is now being verified in the case of the 
Asiatics. Itis butafew days ago that a 
laundryman of this city beat a youthful 
tormentor, who subsequently died, as was 
alleged, as a result of the assault, although 
a court found no good reason for holding the 
Chinaman, and he is now free. On Wednes- 
day night a Chinaman killed a Chicago 
policeman, and on the same night another 
Mongolian stabbed a white man in Provi- 
dence, R. I., so seriously that the victim 
died. 

All over the country the Chinamen seem 
to have been aroused toapitch of unwonted 
courage, and insults are no longer tamely 
submitted to by them. This state of things 
is the legitimate result of the manner in 
which this class of foreigners has been 
treated by the hoodlums and criminal ele- 
ments of our population. That-they have 
been abused without cause and made to 
occupy a station in society a little lower 
than the brutes of the field is certainly 
no excuse for the crimes which China- 
men perpetrate; but the facts in 
the case demonstrate conclusively that 
the long course of unmerited abuse to 
which the Mongolians have been subjected 
is the cause of their open violation of the 
laws for the protection of life. The cow- 
ardice which characterized them for years 
in their dealings with Americans has given 
place under the strain of long-continued 
abuse to a criminal species of courage with 
which the courts must deal. Had the courts 
dealt promptly and justly with the hood- 
lums whose crimes against the Chinamen 
have brought about this state of affairs they 
would still be the most quiet and easily 
managed immigrants who come to our 
shores, whatever might be the objections to 
them as arace., There is a lesson in this 
which ought not to be lost. The Chinaman, 
equally with the Caucasian, is entitled to 
protection in his legal rights, and if he does 
not receive it, it is not surprising that he 
finally takes extreme and illegal measures 
to protect himself. 


CROOK AND COLOROW. 

Whatever the outcome of the Ute dis- 
turbances in Colorado, it must be a matter 
of public relief and congratulation that 
their settlement has been taken out of the 
hands of the cowboys and placed ig those of 
Gen. Crook. From the record of this of- 
ficer it is safe to assume that he will be will- 
ing to hear the Indian side of the story and 
to propose a just method of securing peace 
without race prejudice. It is sometimes 
urged that the Indians are as amenable to 
the law as white men, and accordingly 
must be subjected to the same treat- 
ment as whites on resisting its operation. 
This, however, is not an exact statement 
of the facts. The Indians are supposed to 
be under the control of their agents and 
governed by the rules established for the 
reservations. In the present instance CoL- 


orow and his band had been away from the 
reservation, but this fact did not make 
them citizens of Colorado. They occupied 
an anomalous position in respect to the 
laws, and only their return to the agency 
could place them in their proper attitude 
either toward State law or Federal regula- 
tion. 

It may be presumed, therefore, that Gen. 
CROOK will endeavor to secure substantial 
justice and future peace rather than to 
specifically vindicate the processes of local 
law by subjecting to trial all those Indians 
against whom warrants have been or may 
be taken out on the charge of resisting the 
Sheriff. This seems the more likely, as the 
real extent of the offenses charged against 
CoLorow’s band becomes involved in 
doubt. The settlers in Western Colorado 
just now seem to be suffering much more 
from white horse thieves than they ever 
have from the alleged delinquencies of 
CoLorow’s band. The latter undoubtedly 
resisted the Sheriff, but in the last fight the 
whites took the Indians by surprise and be- 
gan firing without previous parley, 

The most desirable solution of the affair, 
and, indeed, the only one that would insure 
peace for the future, is apparently that of 
securing the permanent location of CoLo- 
row and all his followers at one of the 
three Ute agencies, and preferably on the 
Uintah Reservation. The whole difficulty 
has arisen from the fact that when the 
White River Utes were removed, after the 
war of 1879, from what is now Garfield 
County, CoLoROw and his band would not 
stay on the Uintah Reservation, where 
the remainder of the White River In- 
dians were placed, but persisted in rov- 
ing on the western border of Colo- 
rado, often in the neighborhood of 
the Uncompaghre Reservation, near the 
junction of the White and Green Rivers, 
and also around the village of Meeker, near 
the old dwelling place of the White River 
Utes. A continuance of this liberty will 
always threaten a repetition of the late 
troubles. IfGen. CROOK can arrange to place 
all these roving Indians upon one of the 
reservations, the exact disposition of the 
original cause of trouble is a matter of slight 
consequence, CoLOROW and his band have 
probably already lost a great many times as 
many horses to the whites as they were ac- 
cused of stealing. The effort to recover these 
and also the sheep abandoned by the In- 
dians is not likely to be wholly successful, 
as some of the vindicators of the majesty 
of Colorado law evidently regard them as 
the spoils of war. After his recent experi- 
ence old COLOROW may perhaps be willing 
to abandon his perilous roving life and 
settle down on a reservation.

FROM THE GERMAN CAPITAL. 
THE EMPEROR HAS A FALL—RUSSIA’S 
RAILWAY SKCURITIES. 

BERLIN, Sept. '2.—While passing through 
the salons of the palace after the banquet fol- 
lowing yesterday’s parade of the Guards, the 
Emperor stumbled over aslight unevenness in 
the parquet flooring and fell, bruising his left 
hip and elbow.

THE ILLINOIS CONGRESSMAN 

AND HIS PROTEGE. 

A REQUEST BY THE STATE COMMITTEE 
FOR THE OFFICIAL INVESTIGATION 
OF POSTMASTER CLENDENIN. 

“HiIcAGO, Sept. 2.—The Illinois State 

Democratic Committee to-day took the remark- 

able step of asking the President to in- 

vestizate the alleged misdeeds of  Post- 

Inaster H. W. Clendenin, of Spring- 

tield, Congressman William M. Springer’s 

political protégé, and thereby administered a | 
slap at Mr. Springer, which will give that | 
gentleman something to think about for some 
time. Whether the President complies with 
the request of the committee or ignores it 
as irregular, which is thought probable, the 
highest Democratic authority in the State has 
committed itself to the raid on Spring- 
er. The raid is not very oid. A few 
months ago State Senators Seiter of St. Clair, 

Higgins of Perry, Forman of Washington, 

and Stevenson of Shelbyville, put their 


heads together and organized an alliance 
having in view the downfall of Spring- 
er. There was nothing particular in 


Springer’s own eonduct which furnished a 
ground for attack, but there was in that of Post- 
master Clendenin, Congreesman Springer’s own 
political property. 

In the course of an investigation by the Legis- 
lature last Winter of the State Printing 
ring, there were facts brought out which, 


if they did not prove, indicated that 
Clendenin had a hand in_ the business, 
Certain uewspapers at Springfleld were shown 


to have combined to get control of the 
State .printing under the name of UH. 
W. Rokker & Co. Just how the conspira- 
tors accomplished their end is of no 


special interest now, but they did accomplish it, 
and it was openly charged that Clendenin was a 
member of this bogus firm. It is certain that in 
the columns of his paper he defended the firm 
and ita methods. Clendenin’s connection with 
the affair was sufficiently clear to give the four 
Senators grouna on which te fight, and they car- 
ried the matter into the State Committee. 

When the committee met this morning the 
preamble and resolutions were all ready. Editor 
Bouton, of the Jonesboro Gazelle, presented 
them, and a very lively discussion followed. 
The preamble recited the facts set forth 
above and weund up with aresolution censur- 
ing the State officers for neglect of official duty 
in awarding Rokker & Co. the printing contract 
and with this 


“That we respectfally ask of the Federal author- 
ity a fullinvestigation of the connection of H. W. 
Clendenin, Postmaster at Springfield, with said 
matters, and that if it be found that 
he was interested or connected in the formation 
or profit of the firm of H. W. Rokker & Co., or that 
he has, since the promulgation of the re- 
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port of the Senate select committee, un- 
dertaken to uphold or ustify the form- 
ation of the firm of H. Rokker & Co. 


or the manner of precuring said contraot, then we 
deciare that he is unfit to occupy any position of 
honer, trust, or profit under the present Federal 
Administration, and if he be found guilty of any of 
these ‘charges, we request, in the name of the 
Democracy of the State, his immediate dismissal 
trom office.” 

The resolution was supported by Messrs. 
Bouton, Chase, Haynes, Gish, Botsford, Bren- 
ton, and Forman, all of whom took the pvoat- 
tiou that the committee had jurisdiction and 
could act in the matter as it saw 
fit. It was opposed by Albert Orendorf and 
Messrs. Green and McNeely, but when it came 


to a vote 13 members’ recorded them- 
selves in favor of it and 10 against. 
There was little temper shown during 


the six hours the Committee was in session, al- 
though some of the members were exceedingly 
bitter in their remarks among themselves. In 
the oourse of the meeting there was proposed as 
a substitute for the resolution subsequently 
adopted the following: 

Resolved, That the Democratic State Central Com- 
mittee, believing that jurisdiction in the matter of 


appointments and removals of Federal officers 
should not be usurped or _ interfered with 
by a - political committee, but should remain 
where the Constiiution has placed it and 


where it is now being faithfully exercised, do hereby 
respectfully decline to entertain any resolution de- 
manding that the President shall appoint or remove 
any person from office or investigate any officer in 
the State of Illinois. 


This was defeated by substantially the same 
vote that adopted the other resolution. Just be- 
fere the debate om the resolution was 
opened an attempt was made to _ intro- 
duce a letter from Clendenin himself and 
one from ex-Gov. John M. Palmer, of Springfield, 
butit failed. Mr. Palmer’s letter was to the ef- 
fect that, in his opinion, any aetion by the State 
Committee on the Clendenin matter would bea 
great mistake, and that if persisted in it 
would be establishing a political tribunal 
of the most despotic and _ irresponsible 
character, and that it would also make 
an issue for the President to decide, net 
of the most profitable character. At one time it 
proposed to admit Senator Higgins to the meet- 
ing to present the complaint against Clendenin, 
pnt it was promptly objected to by Mr. Orendorf. 
Mr. Clendeuin’s letter was as follows: 


SPRINGFIELD, IIL, Ang. 31, 1887. 
To the Hon. W. J. Mize, Secretary Democratic state 
Central Committee, Decatur, IU.: 

DEAR Sirk: Your letter of Aug. 25 has been re- 
ceived. I quote it in full as follows: 

DECATUR, I11., Aug. 25, 1887. 
To the Hon. H. W. Clendenin, Springfleld, Til. : 

DEAR Sir: Ihave this day received from Henry 
Seiter, John T. Higgins, W.S. Forman, and L, B. 
Stephenson notice that they will appear before the 
Stale Democratic Central Committee of Illinois, at 
Chicago, on Sept, 2, 1887, for the purpose of demand. 
ing the removal of H. W. Clendenin from the posi- 
tion of Postmaster at Springfield, IH. Very respect- 
fully, W.J. MIZE, Secretary State Committee. 

I take this to be an official notification to me that 
charges will be preferred against me by these gen- 
tlemen, and that the State Democratic Commit- 
tee will be asked to take action thereon. For 
fear that my silence might be misunder- 
stood or be misconstrued into either disrespect 
to the committee or a tacit acknowldegment 
of the jurisdiction of the committee to entertain 
the proposed investigation, I hereby acknowledge 
the receipt of your communication and give a few 
reasons that occur tome why I should and do pro- 
test against action being taken by your honerable 
committee and deny its jurisdiction in any matter 
affecting my official position. 

You do not indicate 1n your letter on what ground 
the four gentlemen demand my removal. I have 
seen it stated in the public press that they charge 
I was in some way connected with the contract 
for doing the State printing, which was in- 
vestigated by the State Senate at tis recent 
session. But this cannet be, as two of the gentle- 
men named were members of the Senate committse, 
which investigated the question, and, after a most 
thorough and searching investigation, failed to find 
that I was in any way connected with that contract, 
and thereby completely exonerated me frem any 
responsibility, directly or indirectly, for the 
same. The report was voted for by them- 
selves and the two other gentlemen named. 
Hence I can but feel assured that this cannot be 
the charge—that the gentlemen will not ask your 
committee to my that white acting under the sanc- 
tity of an official oath four Democrats were either 
ignorant of their duty or failed to perform it. In 
other words, Messrs. Seiter, Higgins, Forman, 
and Stephenson will not come before the 
State Central Committee, saying in effect: ‘ While 
acting under the sanctity of an oath we fail- 
ed to find that Postmaster Clendenin had any con- 
nection with the printing contract, but now that we 
are not acting under oath we charge that he had. and 
we ask this committee to indorse our charge.” 
What other charges may have been thought of I do 
not know. The one Tl have mentioned—that of my 
alleged connection with the printing contract—has 
been so fully answered by the ofticial report submit- 
ted to and adopted by the State Senate and voted for 
by all four of thesef gentiemen that any word in my 
defense against that charge would seom superfluous. 

If the gentlemen named would present any 
charges affecting my official conduct you will please 
advise the committee that I do not recegnize its 
authority to investigate my official conduct, nor do 
I feel called upon to appear before the committee 
to make, defense to any charges that may there 
be brought against me. At the same time I 
court the fullest investigation by the preper 
tribunal and my cerduct asa citizen and an officer 
are subject to the inspection of the Government of- 
ficiala. L hold my appointment from a Democratic 
Administration upon the recommendation of the 
Democratic member of Congress from this (the 
Thirteenth) district, acting in harmony with the 
Democratic citizens of Springfield. There is no 
justance in the history of the political parties of 

his country where a State political committee 
has assumed to control or dictate Federal appoint- 
ments of removals. The Administration of Presi- 
dent Cleveland is pledged to take the principles 

of civil service reform, and the President has in no 
case recognized political committees as having the 
right to control his appointments. To do so would 
be such a departure from the most pronounced prin- 
— of his administration as to shock the country. 

tseems to me that this is a case in which the 

Democratic doctrine of home rule can be properly 
invoked. The complainants are not residents of 
the city, county, or Congressional district in 

which my official duties are performed, and [ 
must decline to believe that they are  bet- 
ter informed of the wishes and interests of 

the citizens of Sprinefleld, or more disinterested in 
their matives than the Democrats of this locality. 

However, so faras IJ am concerned, if any member 

of the Democratic State Central Committee, or if 
any citizen of the State of Illincis has any charges 


to prefer against me or any statements to

vite them as individuals to present them to the Post 
Office Department at Washington, where, if their 
complaints are worthy of attention, they will receive 
due consideration at the hands of an honest Demo- 
cratic administration, and every allegation, I assure 
you, will be met and refuted. 

I therefore respectfully deny tho jurisdiction of 
the committees in the matter to which my attention 
has been called by your letter and protest against 
any action beimg taken in the direction indicated.

HER CHILD DREW HER BAOK. 


ROSE NESBITT ESCAPES FROM THE CEN- 
TRAL OFFICE, BUT IS RECAPTURED. 
Rose Nesbitt, or McElvery, the handsome 

mulatto girl who was arrested Thursday on a 

dispatch from Wilmington, Del., which accused 

her of embezzlement, escaped from the Central 

Office early yesterday morning, abandoning her 

baby ond her baggage. She was sent to the 

Matron’s apartment because she had a child, and 

a policeman was detailed to watch her. 

The last officer on this duty was Louis Woltera, 
of the steamboat equad. He says his vigil was 
faithful. Matron Webb's servant, however, says 





that Rose had escaped by the nursery door, which 
she had unlocked, and that Wolters was fast 
asleep on a lounge in the Matron’s dining room. 
Capt. Gastlin has been ordered to prefer charges 
against him. 

The girl was not allowed the freedom of the 
hursery and slept in aroom between it and the 
room of Arthur Clark, the Matron’s son. In the 
nursery are three doors, that which opens on the 
Stairway was locked, and the key wason a nail 
in the dining room. Rose either discovered 
where this key was kept, opened the door, and 
put the key back, or found some other key 
which opened the door. Itis supposed that she 
went down atairs barefooted, as the officer ou 
duty in the lower hall did not hear any one go 
down, Her child was asleep when the escape 
was discovered. Arthur Clark says that at 3 
A. M. he was awakened by the sound of voices 
in Rose’s room. She appeared to be talking to 
Wolters, and Clark sung out,“* Whatis she talking 
about at this time of night? Doesn't she 
know people want to sleep?” His wife told him 
to be quiet, and the conversationin the next 
room was afterward carried on in whispers, 

A general alarm calling for the woman’s ar- 
rest Was sent out, and detectives scoured 
the city for her. At an intelligence offices in 
Sixth-avenue, where she tried there to proeure a 
situation as echambermaidin the country, they 
arrive@only 10 minutes after she left. All their 
efforts to trace her further failed, but the wom- 
an’s desire to get back her child finally led to 
her recapture. About 6:30 o’elock she accosted 
William Thompson, a colored boy, and James 
Sullivan, white, in Downing-street, and, saying 
that her child, Mina, had been taken to Police 
Headquarters as lost, offered them 35 cents 
if they would go there, claim the childjand bring 
herto Downing and Bleecke* streets. At Po- 
lice Headquarters the buoys told a very much 
mixed-up story, but were allowed to go to Ma- 
tron Webb.

LOSSES BY FIRE. 


Fire broke out yesterday afternoon in the 
store in Montreal, Canada, occupied by the Wanzer 
Lamp Company and spread with great rapidity to 
the adjoining store, occupied by G. R. Prouse, and 
up the ventilator inte the premises of Beckett 
Brothers, printers, Those on the upper floors had 
a close call for their lives.

Several other build- 
ings caught fire, but the flames were extinguished. 
The block was insured for $8,200. The other 
losses and insurances are: Moffatt & Smith.

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PLANS OF THE SOCIALISTS. 


THEY ARE PREPARING FOR A GREAT 
WAR WITH GEORGE. 


This year will see at least two Labor par- 
ties in arms against each other in this city. The 
Socialistic reorganization is taking shape. The 
Socialists’ great conference is to take place 
to-morrow at Webster Halil, and by next 
week they will probably have decided upon 
@ line of attack against Henry George and 
his supporters, It is said that 50 trades unions 
and 50 assembly districts in New-York, Kings, 
Queens, and Richmond Counties will be repre- 
sented there. Among the unions that yesterday 
signified their intention of sending delegates 
were Cigarmakers’ Union No. 10, the furniture 
machine workers, the Carpenters’ Progressive 
Union, the newscarriers, and the Progressive 
Bilk Ribbon Weavers’ Union. Fully 250 dele- 
gates are expected to assemble. 

The Socialists have not yet determined wheth- 
er they will change the name of their party or 
not, but the rank and file like the name, and it 
will probably be retained. The genuine Social- 
ists will insist upon the declaration of Socialistic 
principles, which is a demand not only for the 
abolition of private ownership in land, but the 
nationalization of ali means of communication 
and transport and, of the means of industrial 
production. The léaders already feel confident 
that they will seriously injure the Unitea Labor 
Party, or rather Henry George, and speak confi- 
dently of alienating from him at least 25,000 
votes. 

Mr. Shevitch, the editor of the Leader, does 
not seem to be greatly alarmed at the excom- 
munication of that paper by the County General 
Committee of the United Labor Party. He re- 
marked last night tbat the party had simply 
proved itself true to the policy recently adopted 
by its official managers. The ‘General Com- 
mittee had repudiated its own platform, 
in which labor was recognized as the creator 
of all wealth and the perverse economic system 
of wage slavery was condemned. It was no 
wonder, therefore, that the General Committee 
had finally condemned the Leader for continuing 
to advocate these doctrines. The paper, he be- 
lieved, would get along just the same without 
the aid of the General Coimniittee as with it. 

The George men feel confident that they will 
be able to kill the Leader if they go not succeed 
in finally wresting it from the Socialists. 
Several of them intend to apply for the appoint- 
ment of a Receiver who will be prevailed upon 
to place the paper under the management of 
menu who will support Henry George and 
the United Labor Party at least during 
tke coming campaign. Should they not 
be successful during the next eight or 
ten days they will endeavor to = start 
&@ Dew paper, as authorized by the County Gen- 
eral Committee. The committee appointed on 
Thursday evening to devise ways and means to 
start the paper met, but asthe main question 
was the capital to be raised nothing was done. 
Meanwhile the boycotting of the Leader goes on. 
The building trades section of the Central Labor 
Union met last evening and passed resolutions 
stating that the Leader had joined hands with 
the enemies of labor in denouncing and ridi- 
culing the section and declaring the paper un- 
wortby of the support of honest workingmen 
and workingwomen.

ANEW TARIFF REFORM BILL. 


SAID TO HAVE BEEN AGREED UPON BY 
THE PRESIDENT AND MR. CARLISLE. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 2.—The Dvening Star 

this afternoon publishes the following: 

“ There will be a measure brought forward by 
the tariff reformers as soon as Congress ¢on- 
venes which will likely have the. indorse- 
ment of the Administration. The President, 
the Secretary of the Treasury, and Speaker 


Carlisle have been considering the matter 
since Congress adjourned, and it is not 
improbable tbat the present visit of Mr. 
Carlisle to the President at Oak View, will result 
in the culmination of their plan. It is poasidle 
that the Speaker’s visit to Washington at this 
time was expressly for the purpose of consulting 
with the President upon this subject. It is ex- 
pected at tht Treasury Department that Secre- 
tary Fairchild, who is now on his vacation, will 
soon return to Washington. It is probable that 
he comes to meet the President and Mr. Carlisle. 
“The resultof the Allentown convention is 
quite satisfactory to the tariff reformers. They 
propose to take advantage of the situation and 
present a plan for the reduction of the revenues, 
The plan being prepared will conform strictly 
with the tariff resolution there adopted, as it is 
construed by the President. It will abolish 
the tobacco tax, but leave the whisky 
tax where it is, and will make a large 
reduction in the customs duties on nec- 
eszaries of lite, in accordanee with the 
President’s utterances upon the eubject. The 
internal revenue feature is admitted as a com- 
promise and will be tolerated only in connection 
with a very positive reduction of customs. There 
will be no acknowledgment of protection. Itis 
likely that the reduction of the customs will be 
more sweeping than Mr. Randall would agree 
to, though it is hoped that the whole party can 
be orought to work together acca sear og 
“Mr. Scott was in. Washington shortly before 
the Allentown convention and talked the matter 
over with ths President and Secretary Fair- 
child.

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RUINING A FINE DRIVE 


‘KINGS BRIDGE ROAD ODBE- 
STROYED BY CONIRACTORS. 

PRETENDED IMPROVEMENT WHICH HAS 
COST OVER $100,000 AND LEFT THE 


DRIVE ALMOST IMPASSABLE. 

The ‘condition of the King’s Bridge road, 
‘that for years had been a source of annoyance to 
‘every owner of a horse between Union-square 
nnd Yonkers, has, ever since the Department of 
Public Works began its “improvement,” been 
such as to excite disgust for the road itself and 
pontempt for the authorities that have only laid 
hands upon it to mar and deface and, for practi- 
cal purposes, to destroy it, 

Long before the advent of railroads it was the 
main thoroughfare for communication between 
New-York and the towns and cities along the 
Hudson. After the railroads took away the 
bulk of the commercial traffic the road became 
famous as the favorite resort of all who drove 
put of or into New-York on pleasure or diver- 
sion bent. Excepting Jerome-avenue, there was 
no other thoroughfare at all above what is now 
One Hundred and Twenty-fifth-street, and the 
King’s Briage road was generally preferred be- 
cause of the many bits of fine landscape along 
the Hudson and Harlem Rivers to be seen from 
various points along its windings. Over three 
years ago the city authorities, yielding appar- 
ently to a popular demand for the widening, 
grading, and improving of the road as a continu- 
ution of the Boulevard, let the contract for that 
work to Allen, O’Grady & Co. The contract 
was let on July $1, 1884, and soon 
after the contractors began to tear up 
and fill in, reducing the road to an 
impassable condition. Travel was almost 
altogether diverted from it to the drives in Cen- 
tral Park and north of the Harlem River. For 
nearly three years the contractors held posses- 
sion of the road from One Hundred and Fifty- 
fifth to One Hundred and Ninetieth street. May 
Y of this year, the road was accepted by the 
city. In the meantime the road from One 


Hundred and Ninetieth-street to the Harlem 
River was teft almost without any attention 
and fellinto a condition almost as unfit for use 
us the portion under contract. Little complaint 
‘was heard while the work was in progress, for 
all anticipated a road much improved when it 
should come from the contractors, and visions 
of a good track, good company, no restrictions 
upon time and plenty of room for all loomed up 
before the interested portion of the public. The 
original roadbed was macadamized and long 
use had made it solid and fairly even, only it 
was narrow. But after the contractors had 
Yinianed their work it was found that the Jast 
vondition of the road was worse than the first. 

Yesterday afternoon a gentleman—the owner 
of a celebrated team of fast trotting horses, and 
whose tastes have. not becomd sufficiently alien- 
ized to be} satisfied with an exhibition dog cart 
and u six-mile xy in Central Park—drove with 
a Times reporter over the King’s Bridge road 
trom the Harlem River to the junetion with the 
Boulevard. Going upto King’s Bridge by way 
‘ofthe Macomb’s Dam Bridge and Jerome-ave- 
nue, which is under the control of the Park Com- 
missioners, @ contrast was afforded between the 
Methods of that body and the Department of 
Public Works. Jerome-avenue is maintained in 
fairly good condition for driving, and conse- 
quently presents a lively scene every pleasant 
afternoon; and although the natural advantages 
are ail with the or Bridge road, that route 
is abandoned altogether, and Jerome-avenue gots 
all the driving. Crossing by the Farmer’s Bridge 
astop was made at the King’s Bridge Hotel. 
Mr. Briggs, the proprietor, is known to almost 
every man who drives over the road. ‘ For 15 
years,” he said, “they have been ‘fixing’ this 
road, and it is to-day worse than ever befere. 
The old road—the portion above One Hundred 
and Ninetieth-street that they haven’t yet laid 
their imptoving hands upon—is in a barely pass- 
able condition; but the part below One Hundred 
and Ninetieth-street that they kept torn up for 
three years under a pretense of oy ante 
and spent over $100. upon, is impassable. 
People driving anything short of a dirt wagon 
over it are in constant peril of life and limb. [ 
believe tiiat the contractors who were paid off 
last Spring have found it so outrageously bad 
that of their own volition they are dumping a 
few loads of earth upon the rocks and in the 
ditches that seam the road like a zigzag grid- 
iron. At any rate there was a dirt cart and t:iree 
laborers yesterday at work upon it, but it may 
be by order of the Department ot Works.” 

The road from King’s Bridge down to One 
Hundred and Ninetieth-street showed evidences 
almost innumerable of inexeusable neglect. 
Where the rain had started a channel across the 
road nothing had been done,and each succeed- 

; ing rain had washed the channel deeper, expos- 

i ing the coarser stone foundations of the read 

: and leaving a trench dangerous to carriages by 
day and doubly so at night. A single laborer, 
With #hovel and pick and barrow, would have 
been sufficiept to keep the entire road in condi- 
tion and prevent the damage that will cost sey- 
eral thousands of doilars to repair. 

Butitis below One Hundred and Ninetieth- 
Street that the master handiwork of the munic- 
ipai vandals is most apparent. A more shame- 
ful piece of jobbery than the contract work pre- 
tended to have been done along these 35 blocks 
would be impossible to find on Manhattan Isl- 
and. The specifications of the contract required 
the excavation of the roadbed between the curb- 
stones fortwo feet below the grade where the 
roadbed was stone, its inspection by the engi- 
neer, and then, if found properly reguiated and 
leveled, its filling in with earth. Wher- 
ever an embankment was necessary to 
bring a depressed portion of the road up 
to grade no stono was to be used within 14 feet 
of the surface grade that measured over 2 feet 
wither way, and no stone whatever within 4 
feet of the surface nor within 4 feet of the 
centre of the street. The middle 8 feet was to 
be earth filling, and the top 4 feet of the entire 
roadbed was to be of earth. The curbstones 
‘were to be setin a fair and unbroken line upon 
B grade established by the Surveyor of the De- 

artment of Public Works. When completed 

e surface of the read was to be properly 
saeere and graded, and left in condition for 

ublic use. 

An examination made yesterday afternoon 
showed that the terms of the contract had been 
violated in every essential particular. The road- 
bed that was to have had a top dressing of earth 
of from two to four feet thickness, was an all but 
impassable barrier of bedrock, boulders, and 
Stone, only here and there covered where tke 
rains had washed sand from the hillside over 
the curbs ana@ upon the roadbed. The excava- 
tuon called for by the contract had never 
been performed, and bedrock sticks up at 
Various places along the road inches abeve 
the grade, in a manner that will prevent 
Baving until the excavation is properly 

one. The curbstones, that were to be set in a 
fair and unbroken line, are in many places a zig. 
zag, tumble-down row. In some places they 
have been concealed from sight by overflowing 
débris, and in others they stand almost their en- 
tire height out of the ground. Between One 
Hundred and Eighty-sixth and One Hundred 
and Ninetieth streets long stretches of the curb- 
stones have been washed and gullied entirely 
out of their places, exposing the dishonest char- 
acter of the work done upon the road. For the

It was also said by Mr. Dean that the con- 
tractors for the improvement of the upper por- 
tion of the King’s Bridge road had begun work 
under thelr contract for its improvement from 
One Hundred and Ninetieth-street to the Har- 
Jem River. There were no evidences along the 
route yesterday that this wastrue. The contract 
was let to B. F. Coleman,a brother of Street 
Commissioner Coleman, July 13 last, and the 
estimated cost was $214,990. Only three labor- 
ers and a dirt cart were to be seen at any point 
along the whole line yesterday, and these were 
erfgaged in dumping sand, gravel, and clay into 
the gullies in the “improved” portion of the 
road, The work contraeted for by Coleman is 
identical in character with that which Allen, 
O’Grady & Co. were to do, and a comparison of 
the prices under each contract may not be void 
of interest. In the following table the left col- 
umn of figures shows the prices paid to Allen, 
O’Grady & Co., and the right those to be paid to 
B. F, Coleman:

An item in the Coleman contract calls for the 
building of a wrought iron bridge of 40 feet 
span at Two Hundred and Twenty-second- 


street. For this the contractors are to 
receive $10,000. Whether this was de- 
termined upen with or without considora- 


tion of the work now in progress unter 
the direction of the United States Corps of En- 
gineers appears uncertain. The Harlem River 
improvement, for which $400,000 have been ap- 
propriated by Congress, contemplates the cut- 
ting of a canal across the country at Two Hun- 
dred and Twenty-second-street which will per- 
mit the passage of vessels between the North 
and East Rivers. Whether any attention was 
paid tu this fact by the Department of Works 
when the contract was framed seems doubtful.

FAMILIES OF RAILWAY EMPLOYES FORCED 
TO PAY THEIR FARE, 


“T tell you, the lines are drawn mighty 
close nowadays,” said an official in the general 
passenger office of the New-York Central Rail- 
road to a reporter yesterday, who was asking 
how the general shutting down on railroad 
passes aince the inter-State law went into 
effect applied to railroad men. “The gen-. 
eral rule with the Eastern roads is now 
to pass thelr employes, with their wives 
and children, and to pass'the employes of 


other roads when the application comes from 
the head of the division of the otherroad. But 
the families of employes of other roads are not 
carried as they used to be. That is the rule on 
all the trunk fines.” 

“The New-York, New-Haven and Hartford re- 
fuses all application for passes which it can 
find a decent excuse for not granting,” said Gen- 
eral Passenger Agent sony gy ** Our rule is 
never to pass the families of employes of 
other roads. At the same time every rule has its 
exceptions. If Mr. Monett, of the Central, should 
apply to me for a pass for Mrs. Monett to New- 

aven, Mrs Monett would ride free. If I wanted 
to take Mrs. Hempstead to Buffalo I should not 
hesitate to ask fora pass, and should be much 
surprised not to get it.” 

The matter has been brought ms in several 
pool meetings, but no official action has been 
taken. A resolution was offered last April to 
issue passes or half-fare rates to employes of 
other roads, but to make no concessions to their 
families. It was not passed because some of the 
passenger agents objected to any stricter rule 
than exists in the West, where railroad men and 
their relations travel to and froon the earth 
With none to molest or make them pay.

A CORDAGE COMBINATION 





10 CONTROL T1HE TRADE AND 
LOWER PRICES. 


BEGINNING BY SECURING ALL THE 
RAW MATERIAL—A UNION OF THE 


FOUR LARGEST MANUFACTURERS, 
American manufacturersof many different 


varieties of goods, having long tested the vener- 
able adage which declares that ‘‘competition is 
the life of trade,” and found that its sole title to 
respect was based upon its antiquity, have adopt- 
ed a aubstitute that involves less unprofitable 
mendacity. They now declare that combination 
is the life of trade—if not in words, certainly in 


deeds. Combinations “for mutual protection,” 
“to premote production,” *“ tolimit production,” 
‘to maintain prices,” ‘to overcome competi- 
tion,” and the like, are not new, but numerous. 
And their numbers have just been increased by 
the addition of the National Cordage Company, 
whose avowed purpose is to decrease the cost of 
production and distribution of their products. 
The entire annual production of the cordage 
tnilis of the United States is about 120,000 tons, 
valued at about $24,000,000. Of this about 
40,000 tons is binder twine, and the balance is 
rope of all sizes, from the largest hawser down 
to the ordinary manila tarred rope most used by 
saijors in splicing and repairs. For the prodauc- 
tion of thisimmense quantity of manufactured 
material there exist 24 to 28 factories, 4 of 
which are in Brooklyn, 1 in Elizabethport, 6 
in Boston,5 in Philadelphia, and 8 or 10 in 
the West, principally in Ohio. The larger of 
these mills are in the East, those of Brooklyn 
and Elizabethport representing from two-thirds 
to three-fourths of the entire productive capacity 


of the country, employing over 3,000 hands, 
mestly young women, aud paying about $20,000 
a Week in wages. 

For 20 years, off and on. there has existed a 
cordage pool that took in the whole country. 
Manufacturers were completely under its con- 
trol. The pool fixed the prices and limited pre- 
duction, paying every new manufacturer for 
allowing his machinery to lie idle and inopera- 
tive. This scheme worked all right for a time, 
but men went into the business for the ex- 
press object of being bought up by the pool, and 
after atime the burden grew too heavy to be 
borne, and then the pool broke up and went out 
of business. This bappened last March, five 
months before the close of the last pool con- 
tract. This had been anticipated by a few of 
the larger manufacturers, who had determined 
upon a radical change of policy, and they at once 
began preparations for the change. L. Water- 
bury &Co., William Wall’s Sons, and the Tucker & 
Carter Cordage Company, of Brooklyn, and the 
Elizabethport Steam Cordage Company, of Eliza- 
bethport, N. J., possessed approximately equal 
advantages for the production of manufactured 
goods. They furthermore represented over two- 
thirds of the productive capacity of the country, 
and enjoyed the advantage of location at the 
port of receipt of ail the raw material. United, 
they could control tie trade. Divided, they 
would continue to compete against each other 
and all the rest of the country. 

The supply of raw waterial was steady and 
not beyond their capacity to handle, and this 
fact gave them the key to the situation. They 
conferred and consulted lung over the details of 
the arrangement that circumstances seemed to 
urge upon them, but eventually agreed upon 
the propertion of responsibility to be borne and 
profit to be shared by each, and organized “ The 
National Cordage Company.” The new company 
issued its prospectus under date of Aug. 1, some 
two Geeks later. The first move of the 
new combination was to corner the mar- 
ket in raw materials. It required some 
courage and much mouvey, but as soon as the 
National Cordage Company was found to be buy- 
ing, a bull movement ensued which sent manila 
up from 7 to 9 cents a pound, and sisal from 5 to 
9 cents. Several old dealers, having no conti- 
dence in the permanence of the rise, sold large 
quantities of both fibres to arrive, and were 
struck with consternation to find that the Na- 
tional Cordage Company had got in ahead of 
them, and bought up everything in sight for six 
months to come. Manufacturers who are de- 
pending upon these uncertainties for the raw 
material with which to carry on their miils are, 
in view of these facts,in anything but a happy 
frame of mind. 

There are annually produced inthe Philippine 
Tslunds about 440,000 tens of manila, about half 
of which comes to thiscountry, England taking 
the balance. Of the 220,CO0 tons that eome to 
America about a third is consumed in cordage 
manufacture, the balance going into other 
manufactures, It takes four months for a ves- 
sel to make the voyage, but the crop is harvest- 
ed monthly—for the plant is perennial—and 
there is therefure a regular monthly arrival of 
the raw material. This was anticipated by the 
National Cordage Company, and it quietly went 
to work and bought up every cargo on the way 
and all there was in sight on the islands. It will 
be six months before the contract with the com- 
pany is fulfilled and the growers have any more 
fibre to sell. Before further cargoes could ar- 
rive the next Spring shipping season and the 
succeeding harvest season will have been sup- 
plied by the National Cordage Company. 

Mr. Marsh, the Treasurer of the company, yes- 
terday said that it did not pose as a monopolist, 
but it had secured the whip hand of its competi- 
tors, and it proposed to retain it as long as pos- 
sible. “Something hada to be done,” said he, 
“the quantity of machinery in existence was 
far in excess of the demand, and there was not 
use for all of it. Somebody had to quit, and we 
determined not to be the onesif we could help 
it—and I think we have sueceeded. Neither do 
we propose to pay any one forstopping. We 
have combined simply to reduce the costiof pro- 
duction to the minimum, andif any of our com- 
petitors are able to produce cheaper than we 
can now we will take a back seatand let them 
pick out the music. We do not propose to 
make excessive prices, but expect to 
make our profit in decreasing the cost 
of production. One thing we are satisfied of— 
we have all the raw material, and I can’t 
really see how other people are going to man- 
ufacture cordage without sisal or manila.” 
When asked how prices had been affected by 
the combination he replied that some prices 
would be a Jittle higher in sympathy with the 
rise in the prices of the raw material, but 
those prices were abnormally high just now, 
and he added, with a twink'e of satisfaction in 
his eyes: “ Thereis no immediate prospect of a 
tumble in the price of either.” 

Whether the cordage combination:is going 
to provide this important line of goods at 
lower prices than heretofore maintained re- 
mains to be seen. If it does it will prove an 
exception to the general run of combinations 
and go a long way toward demonstrating the 
truth of the new adage, that ‘‘ Combination is 
the life of trade,” from a consumer’s as well as 
producer’s standpoint.

Clark, J. B. Hilliard, N. B. Challoner, George A. 
Ballantine, R. W. Cuming, and Dr. James Don- 
ald, were all up early to have a look at the pride 
of Scotland, the Thistle. At10 o’clock the Mo- 
hican weighed anchor and came bs 4 to the Barge 
Otlice, where Capt. Timson, of the yacht, pre- 
sented his papers. The Custom House officers at 
once boarded her and made the usual examinha- 
tion. The Mohican then got under way again 
and went to Sandy Hook. There she landed her 
passengers, who went to Long Braneh to spend 
the night. 

The Thistle sailed leisurely down to the Hook 
later in the day and anchored in the Horseshoe, 
To-day the Mohican’s party will go from the 
Branch to the Hook and take a sail on the briny 
deep aboard the cutter. Some of the Mohican’s 
crew will assist the Thistle’s men in handling 
her in the international races. Tbe Mohican is 
a very handsome yacht with three masts, 
schooner rigged. She is 207 feet long, 27 feet 
beam, and 13 feet deep. Her speed is 1319 knots 
per hour, and she made the run from Halifax to 
this port in 48 hours.

NEW HURRICANE OHART. 
Commander J. R. Bartlett and Everett 
Hayden have constructed and the branch Hy- 
drograpic Office of the United States in this city, 
under the charge of Lieut. Y. L. Cottman, has 
issued a new hurricane chart. It has many im- 


provements on the chart heretofore issued from 
the Hydrographic Office, and makes the chance 
of escaping such storins much more certain than 
before. With itis printed a set of general rules 
for the hurricane season and the laws ofstorms, 
considered with special reference to West Indian 
hurricanes. Among the observations is the fol- 
lowing:

Mrs. Mary E. Ford, the woman whoclaims 
to have left her children in a Jersey City hotel 
or restaurant on her arrival from California, and 
who cannot tell where it was, bas become in- 
volved in new trouble. Her trunks, which she 
identified at the Grand Central Station Thurs- 





.day night, were missing yesterday when she 


called there to get them. Some one must have 
had the checks in order to take them away. 

Mrs. Ford is so excited and bewildered that 
she can give no aid to the detectives, and her 


stories are so contradictory as to make every- 
body else as bewildered as herself. Ali day yes- 
terday, with her friend, a daughter of Mrs. Ber- 
nard Kenny, of 408 East Thirteenth-street, she 
trudged from place to place, hunting for her 
three lost ones. At Jersey City the Superintend- 
ent of the Pennsylvania Railroad nai the train 
men brought together to see if she could pick 
out the one who took her and the children to the 
restaurant or hotel. She identified one as hav- 
ing given them a drink of water, but he does not 
recollect her. The Pullman car men are all out 
West, and a telegram has been sent asking them 
if they can throw any light on the case, 

Mrs. Ford now says thataman and his wife 
and two children boarded the train at Pittsburg. 
They were going to Enrope, and with them she 
became a little acquainted. On the register of 
the Belgenland, which sailed for Antwerp on 
Wednesday a few hours after the arrival of the 
train, isthe name of a man with a family of five 
children and having four trunks. Mrs, Ford 
thinks three of the children are hers. The two 
men she met on the New-York side on Thursday, 
it has been ascertained, are not detectives, as 
they represented to her. It is believed they 
were crooks who heard her talking with a Jer- 
sey City detective, ana are the persons who took 
her trunks from the station. The sache! which 
she left with the children contained the checks 
for her baggage. 

The most plausible theory is that the children 
were kidnapped for the purpose of getting the 
sachel and Mrs. Ford's baggave, and that the 
thieves will soon turn the thildren loose on the 
streets, The police have hopes of finding the 
little ones, thorgh some almost doubt if the 
woman ever had any. Mrs, Ford was bringin 
the children East to have them educated, anc 
was intending to continue her journey to Ireland 
in case she did not find relatives in New-York. 
She is cared for by Bernard Kenny, a blacksmith, 
whose shop is on East Thirteenth-street.

A MAN INJURED AND A LARGE QUAN- 
TITY OF SI! K DAMAGED. 


IN AND ABOUT THE CITY 


TO WORK ON LABOR DAY. 
NO DISPOSITION IN RETAIL OR WHOLE- 
SALE TRADE TO STOP BUSINESS. 


Monday ngxt is Labor Day and entered 
on the statute books asa legal holiday. It seems 
probable, however, that Labor Day will be giv- 
en a more literal interpretation by business men 
than those for whose benefit it was expressly 
created will altogether like. A large number of 
nierchants, both wholesale and retail. have giv- 
en notice to their men that business will not be 
suspended on Monday and that their attendance 
on that day will be required at the usual hour. 

In the wholesale grocery and fruit districts, 
yesterday, a TIMES reporter found no disposition 
to observe the holiday. “ We really cannot do 


it at this season of the year,” said Mr. Whyland, 
of Thurber & Whyland; * this is our business 
season, and as it is We are way behind in our 
shipments. Of course if the railroad and steam- 
boat companies will not receive freight Monday 
we shall be obliged to shut upshop. I under- 
siaud, however,.that they intend receiving 
freight up to 12 o0’clock. In that case we shail 
do business just as long 28 possible Monday.” A 
prominent iruit merehant es pressed his inten- 
tion of keeping open Monday curing the usual 
business hours, ** We’vs got to do it, Sir; you 
see, onr peaches are shipped to us Saturday, 
and we couldn't possibly keep them fresh over 
Monday.” 

Among wholesale dry goods men it was said 
that such a thing as closing up for an extra day 
at this Season of the year was not to be thought 
of under any circumstances. [f it had been at 
any other time there would not have been so 
much complaint made, This is just the busiest 
mouth in the whole twelve for the wholesale 
eae and commission merehants. They are 
oaded with orders, and the shipping cannot be 
done fast enough to make room tor others which 
are constantly cowing iv. In addition to this, 
much trade, it is said, would be lost if the whole- 
salers should close up Mouday, for many coun- 
try merchants come to New-York Saturday and 
make their arrangements to leave the city as 
early as Monday night. In view of all these 
tacts there is scarcely a wholesale dry goods 
house of any note in the city which will be closed 
on Labor Day. They will ali be open during the 
regular hours. 

Among the retail dealers in Sixth-avenue and 
Broudway mueh the same feeling was found to 
prevail with regard to the observance of the 
new holiday. Mr. Aroold, of Arnold & Con- 
stable, was not decided, but he thought it prob- 
able that they would be open as usual. Lord & 
Taylor were very positive, however, that they 
should be open as usual. * We shall certainly 
do business as usual,” said Mr. Hatch, “ and so

THE WIINESSLS DISAGREED, 
A YOUNG OYSTERMAN SAYS A POLICE- 
MAN CLUBBED HIM. 

A preliminary examination was held at 
the Jefferson Market Police Court yesterday in 
the case of Patrolman James L. Henry, of the 
steamboat squad, who is charged with having, 
without provocation, clubbed Raymond Black- 
wood, the 19-year-old sou of ex-Policeman Syl- 

vester H. Blackwood. 

The boy, who is employed on one of J. W. 
Boyle’s oyster sloops, testified that last Sunday 


evening, while standing on the wharf at the foot 
of Perry-street, Officer Henry came along chas- 
ing some people from the pier. The policeman 
pusbed him down and without a word struck 
him on the head with his club. Blackwood lost 
consciousness, and when he recovered, the officer 
had@ disappeared. He was positive that it was 
Henry who struck him. 

Howard Saxton, who was with Blackwood at 
the time of the assault, described the occurrence, 
but failed to indentify Henry. John Farrell, a 
watchman in the New-York Oyster Market, 
swore that he saw Henry godown the wharf 
and return a few minutes before Blackwood 
came up bleeding,and complained that he haa 
been clubbed by a policeman. 

Henry denied that he struck the complainant 
or that he was on the wharf Sunday night. If 
he had been there, be would have been off post, 
as he was stationed at the Christopher-Street 
Ferry that night, and remained there from 6 
o’clock until midnight. Frederick R. Platt, the 
starter of the Christopher and West Tenth-street 
cars, testified that Henry was not outof his sight 
for five minutes during the evening, and James 
Darrow, the starter of the Fourteenth-street 
cross-town line, gave similar testimony. 

Blackwood’s counsel tried to convince Justice 
Gorman that the complainant had made outa 
ease on which @ warrant should issue and the 
policeman be held for trial. but the Justice de- 
cided, in view of the conflicting testimony, to 
adjourn the hearing until Tuesday to enable 
both sides to produce additional testimony.

RAPID TRANSIT LAW. 


ANSWERING THE QUESTIONS 
COMMISSIONERS. ‘ 
Corporation Counsel O’Brien yesterday 
gave an opinion to Frederick Kopper, Secretary 
of the Commissioners of Rapid Transit, in-which 
he eays: 


“Any pending proceedings, of whatever kind or 
nature, which are intended to result in an award of 
the privilege to build and operate a railroad in the 
Streets, have not reached the point where the pro- 
moters of such proceedings can be said tobe duly 
authorized to construct a railway, until the various 
conditions which may be imposed have been fixed 
and determined by a competent authority, and such 
company have bound themselves to accept such con- 
ditions, * * * ‘Then, during the period wheu such 
company may have bound itself to construct such 
railway, it probably has an exclusive right to use 
such streets as may be designated, and during such 
period under such circumstances, the exception of 
the act applies. 

**You inquire, also, what is the true meaning of 
the words ‘over, under, through, or across,’ and you 
ask ‘does it inean that the commission cannot locate 
or run a road lengthwise, either over, under, or 
through, but may run under the exempted streets, 
but cannot run across them on the surface or above 
ground.’ * * * Lamnot aware of any authority 
in pursuance of which the Rapid Transit Commis- 
sioners cap properly locate a route which is proposed 
to run either over, under, through, oracross any of the 
streets which are in the act itself and in its 
amendments distinctly exempted. * * * The dis- 
tinction suggested in the latter portion of your sec- 
ond inquiry, that the commission might properly 
locate a road under the exempted streets when 
they could not properly run it across them on the 
surface above ground, cannot, in 4 opinion, be 
sustained in view of the decision of the General 
Term in the matter of the New-York District Rail- 
way Company. In that case the General Term held 
that an underground railroad was quite as much a 
railroad in a street as a surface line or an elevated 
structure.”

THE TROUBLES AT HAVANA 





ALL CAUSED BY CORRUPTION IN THE 
CUSTOM HOUSE, 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 2.—The Department 
of State is in receipt of information touching the 
recent military seizure of the Custom House at 
Havana and the occurrences of the following 
week. The report says that these occurrences 
greatly excited public feeling in Havana, and 
that they are regarded as indications of deep- 
rooted corruption in the fiscal administration, a 
precarious economic situation and decay of ma- 
terial prosperity. Following the seizure of the 
Custom House on Aug. 18 by order of the Gov- 
ernor-General all means of outlet to the wharves 
and warehouses were closed, and guards estab- 
lished over every dock and avenue. For several | 


days following a committee of investigation 
was engaged in an examination of the 
recent operations of the Custom House, and

were suspended. Meanwhile ail other opera- 
tions were paralyzed, the wharves were covered 
with goods discharged from vessels in the har- | 
bor, and numbers of loaded lighters were not ! 
permitted to discharge their cargoes, thereby | 
incurring extra risks, While crowds of laborers | 
were standing aronnd idle. This measure spread 
considerable alari among certain persons en- 
gaged in commercial pursuits who are supposed 
to be in connivance With customs officials in con- | 
traband Operations, and it is said that several 
coumittees of huporting merchants cailea upon 
the Governor-General, and, admivting that they 
were more or less compromised in the irregular 
way of doing Custom House business, begged te 
be allowed to correct their entries already made. 
Only three days were aliowed them. and during 
that time the ordinary receipts from customs 
duties were wore than tripled. 

Telegrams were also seut to Madria begging 
for intercession and declaring that the com- 
merce of Havana was not solely responsible for 
what ocenrred, but these have been disavowed 
by protests from the syndics of almost all of the 
commercial guilds. The Madrid Government 
has approved the acts of the Governor- 
Genera! aud all of the high revenue offi- 
cers have been suspended. The Col- 
lector,, Central Administrator of Customs, 
Appraiser, &c., have been permanently sus- 
pendéd, The resignation of the Intendant-Gen- 
eralof Finance has also been accepted. Don 
Anibal Arieste is now in charge of the Custom 
House as special delegate of the Governor-Gen- 
eral, and operations are again resumed.

THE MAYOR DECIDING THAT PRIVATA

Mayor Hewitt has sent the following 
letter to the Police Board relative to the keeping 


open of saloons hired by private parties after 1 
A. M.: 


“I was informe*-a few days since that the police 
authorities held that private parties hiring saloons 
holding excise and concert licenses not con- 
tinue music and nee after 1 o'clock A. al- 
though no tickets were for sale to the public no 
admission was allowed except to the parties ss 
the pressive and their guests. Being myself 0 
opinion that such use by private parties was law- 
ful, and having awore acted upon this opinion, I 
addressed a communication to the Counsel to the 
Corporation asking his opinion on the suwpject 
1 now inclose a copy of this opinion, whereby you 
will perceive that the construction said to have 
been placed upon the law by the police is not cor. 
rect and that the view which I entertained is in ac. 
cordance with law. It will be your duty therefore 
to give the necessary instructions to the police 
force not to interfere with private parties who may 
see fit to continue their enjoyment after the hour of 
1 o’clock in the morning, provided there is no access 
to the general public and no disturbance of order.” 


The Corporation Counselin his opinion sus- 
tains the position taken by Mayor Hewitt, and 
says: “The police would not be justitied in in- 
terfering with an association hiring for their 
own exclusive use and not for public resort a 
hall or saloon licensed for concerts in which mu- 
sic and dancing was continued after the hour of 
1 o’clovk. The limitations of the license are ap" 
plicable only te public entertainments.”
